12 killed in Chicago 
apartment house fire 


- CHICAGO (AP) - Twelve persons, 
including ten children, were killed 
Friday when fire broke out in an apart- 
ment building were a birthday party 
was in progress. 


Eight other persons were injured in 


'the blaze at the three-story brick build- 
ing on the near West Side. 


"As of right now, we believe that 


the fire was accidental," said Sgt. 
Frank Guerra of the bomb and arson 
squad. 


EYEWITNESS Rich Janik said a 


man with a flaming pan of grease had 
come down the inside stairway of the 
building and that flames were leaping 
from the pan onto the stairway. The 
man has not been found. 


"You know, this is the holiday sea- 


son. You cook with things like grease, 
and something can happen," said 
Guerra. 


Jesus Garcia. 9 years old on Friday, 


said his birthday party was being held 
in his third-floor apartment when the 
fire started. 


"I opened the door and saw lots of 


fire. I ran out. My father caught two of 
the kids who jumped," he said. 


Janik said he and Robert Lesniak, 


an off-duty policeman who was moving 
cars to make room for persons attend- 
ing a Christmas party next to the burn- 


ing building, saw flames and rushed to 
the front door. 


"I ran to the building," said 


Lesniak, "and there was a man stand- 
ing there by the door. There was a 
small fire. I couldn't communicate with 
the man. ... We pushed him to the side 
and tried to stamp out the fire because 
we thought it was a small one. 


"Just then the door lit up. The next 


thing I knew the whole building was up 
and people were jumping out the win- 
dow. I saw this lady land right beside 
me on the sidewalk. She jumped from 
the third floor. 


"Another girl jumped from the third 


floor and landed on the sidewalk. Then 
another girl jumped from the third floor 
and landed in the gangway. People 
were holding a little child by its legs out 
the window. They were going to drop it 
and finally they did let it go. Two fel- 
lows caught the child and broke its 
fall." 


HE SAID FIREMEN arrived a 


short time later, but the building was 
already engulfed in flames. The fire 
began about 4:45 p.m. and was put out 
about an hour later. 


"We yelled to the people to go to the 


fire escape, but they could not under- 
stand English, so they didn't go," said 
Janik. "And there was nothing else we 
could do."

Reminders of the Middle 
East conflict hung over 
the Holy Land. Blacks in 
South Africa 
declared 


Christmas a day of mourn- 
ing for those killed in ra- 
cial conflict. And someone 
stole the prizes in a Christ- 
mas contest for a croup of 


underprivileged 
children 


in Kansas City. 


In Bethlehem, pilgrims 


worshiped at the birth- 
place of Christ on Christ- 
mas Eve while reports of 
bazooka and rocket firings 
disturbed the peace on the 
Arab-Israeli border. 


Military spokesmen re- 


ported conflict along the 
Jordan River and Leba- 
nese border to the north 
but said they caused no 
injuries 
or significant 


damage. 


The border incidents 


had no effect on the 
Christmas festivities and 
worship at Nazareth and 
Bethlehem. 
Decorative 


lights gleamed in Beth- 
lehem as thousands of pil- 
grims toured the town 
where Jesus was born and 
worshipped at its shrines 
in unusually warm, 70-de- 
gree weather. 


Israeli soldiers, armed 


with automatic rifles, pa- 
trolled the rooftops and 
the streets of Bethlehem, 
which is part of the oc- 
cupied West Bank of the 
Jordan River, to guard 
against Arab terror at- 
tacks. 


Hundreds of visitors 


trooped through the 800- 
year-old Church of the Na- 
tivity. Beneath the main 
church they saw the grotto 
and altar that marked the 
traditional site of the 
stable-cave where Christ 
was born. 


The Roman Catholic 


patriarch of 
Jerusalem, 


Msgr. Giacomo Giuseppe 
Bellritti, led a procession 
to Ihe town and held cele- 
brations culminating in 
midnight Mass. 


At sunset, multicolored 


lights flickered in Beth- 
lehem and floodlights il- 


luminated the honey- 
colored walls of the 
fortress-like Church of the 
Nativity. 


Msgr. Beltritti was es- 


corted by mounted Israeli 
police. His procession of 
several hundred clergy- 
men and altar b.oys de- 
scended the steep streets 
of the town, entered the 
church on Manger Square 
and later went into the 
grotto below. 


Greek Orthodox and 


Protestant 
worshipers 


hold services in other 
churches throughout Beth- 
lehem. 


Christmas carols echoed 


off massive stone church 
walls as bands and choirs 
from Israel and other 
countries heralded the 
birth of Christ in song. 


Persons entering Man- 


ger Square were searched 
with metal detectors and 


some were frisked in spe- 
cial booths. But the troops 
and security precautions 
had little impact on the 
festivities. 


The crowd watched a 


long parade of Boy Scouts, 
school bands and drum 
and bugle corps. The 
Israeli police band played 
opera overtures and 
carols, and a youth band 
played "Silent Night" and 
other carols. 


President Ford and his 


family were in Vail, Colo., 
for Christmas. President- 
elect Carter was in his 
home town of Plains, Ga. 


In Vatican City, Pope 


Paul VI celebrated the 
birth of Christ — "an 
event of the greatest hu- 
mility and magnitude" — 
in a glittering midnight

Bangkok air crash kills 51 


BANGKOK, Thailand (AP) - 


An Egyptair jet crashed in an 
industrial area north of Bang- 
kok's airport early Christmas 
morning, killing all 51 persons 
aboard and an undetermined 
number of workers in a textile 
plant, officials said. 


An Egyptair spokesman said 


the Boeing 707, arriving from 
Bombay, India, crashed at 3:4! 
a.m. in light fog and plowed into 
the factory. 


Factory officials told the As- 


sociated Press that "many" of 
the 216 workers on the night 
shift in the plant were injured 


and at least 17 were unac- 
counted for. 


The plant was virtually 


demolished by the crash and a 
subsequent fire, authorities said. 
One factory official estimated 
the total damage at $5 million. 


Authorities said the factory 


was owned in part by former 
Deputy Prime Minister Pra- 
marn Adircksarn, who report- 
edly was at the scene. 


The airline spokesman said 


the plane carried 42 passengers 
and a crew of nine. 


An air traffic controller at 


Don Muang Airport said the 


crash was not visible from the 
tower because of the fog. Con- 
trollers said there were reports 
of fire aboard before the aircraft 
hit the ground, but there was no 
distress call. 


Ambulances rushed to the 


scene, and the recovery of 
bodies from the crash site con- 
tinued into the hot, sticky morn- 
ing- 


Airline spokesmen said no 


passenger list was immediately 
available and they did not know 
the nationalities of those aboard. 


The area where the plane 


went down is flat, with no hills 
or other obstructions. Almost 40 


international airlines fly into the 
airport, about 15 miles north of 
this city of 4 million. 


Egyptair has bought 10 Boeing 


707s from the 
Seattle-based 


company since June 1966. 


The sale of the 707s and eight 


737 jets became the subject of 
controversy earlier this year 
when a parliamentary commit- 
tee in Egypt began an investiga- 
tion of charges that airline offi- 
cials took commissions from 
Boeing in the sale of the planes. 


Boeing denied the charges and 


insisted that the 
transactions 


were carried out properly. 


Oil spill 'burn off plan rejected 


NANTUCKET, Mass. (AP) - 


The U.S. Coast Guard rejected 
on Friday a scheme to reduce 
the effects of the oil spill from 
the tanker Argo Merchant by 
burning off parts of the 100-mile- 
long smear of oil in the North 
Atlantic. 


"There's nothing we can do," 


said Coast Guard spokesman 
John Bablitch. 


"With the prevailing winds, it 


won't be coming to shore in the 
United States," said Bablitch. 
"That's what we're concerned 
about." 


The tanker spilled its cargo of 


7.6 million gallons of thick. No. 6 
industrial fuel when it ran 
aground Dec. 15 on shoals off 
Nantucket Island and broke up 
in the stormy seas. 


The floating mass of oil had 


been drifting toward the rich 
fishing grounds of Georges 
Bank. 


But a shift of the wind from 


the northwest has pushed the oil 
away from the international 
fishing grounds. 


The Liberian government snid 


Friday that its preliminary 
investigation of the wreck has so 
far established only one definite 
fact: "This ship was not where 
she was supposed to be," said 
Dr. Frank F.L. Wiswall, admi- 
ralty counsel to the Liberian 
Commission of Maritime Affairs 
in New York. 


"We will investigate whether 


this was deliberate," he said. 


Dr. Wiswall said the Hon. 


Gerald F.B. Cooper, the mari- 
time commissioner in Monrovia, 
Liberia, has appointed a board 


of inquiry which will sit in New 
York beginning in late February 
or early March. The hearings 
will be open to the public. 


In New York, meanwhile, the 


ship's radio operator was quoted 
in the New York Post as denying 
that the Argo Merchant was 
deliberately grounded. "It was 
an error." George Kavrouriaris 
said. "All our lives depended on 
what the captain did. He would 
not have done that deliberately. 
There was very poor visibility 
and a very bad storm. Such 
things happen." 


A chief officer on the bridge 


at the time of the accident was 
also quoted as saying: "The 
storm was terrible . . . . Nobody 
kills himself like that, and it 
would be killing yourself to run 
aground on purpose in weather 


like that." 


Officials have said that if the 


spill continued its drift to the 
southeast it could reach the Gulf 
Stream and be spun farther east 
toward Iceland and the British 
coast or s o u t h as far as 
Bermuda. 


The burning 
experiments 


were called off Friday afternoon 
after a plane flying over the 
spill reported it could not find 
large enough patches of oil to 
use. 


Bablith said the Coast Guard 


had been searching for oil 
patches from 10 to 20 feet in 
diameter without success. 


Bablitch said the oil mass 


generally has been broken up. 
He said there has been a "sheen 
effect" giving the impression it 
was solid.

Christmas is a lough time to be alone, 


and for alcoholics being alone is most of 
the time. 


"People survive their birthdays, but 


Christmas-that's a whole different 
story," said Dr. Vernclle Fox, chief 
administrator of the alcoholism program 
at Long Beach General Hospital. 


"For alcoholics, Christmas is a tough 


mixture of agonizing loneliness and re- 
lief," Dr. Fox continued. "It's also a time 
of guilt. 


"We're taught to look at Christmas as 


a family affair. That's where the guilt 
gets heavy. It's a realization for some of 
the new people in our program that they 
won't be home for Christmas. 


"For others, it's a relief. It's the 


feeling that 'even if I can't be home for 


Christmas, I won't be there messing it up 
for others.' Then there's the alternative. 


"That's what we are — the alterna- 


tive," Dr. Fox said. 


Approximately 140 full-time and day- 


care patients are spending Christmas at 
the hospital's alcoholism unit. 


There won't be the traditional big 


Christmas homecoming party for former 
patients with turkey and the trimmings 
because of cuts in the county health 
budget levied earlier this year. 


"We're like a family here," Dr. Fox 


explained. 


Christmas cards from former .pa- 


tients were scattered on the desk in her 
office. 


The message on one read, "Thanks 


for another Christmas." 


Another read, "I have my own apart- 


ment now. Damn glad to be alive." 


"Christmas is traditionally the end of 


a cycle—a dying and a rebirth," Dr. Fox 
explained. "For any event of substantial 
joy there's a substantial potential for 
depression if you're on the other side of 
the fence. And there are a lot of people 
out there who are on that other side. 


"Most people who are still drinking 


slay drunk through Christmas. After the 
holidays, we usually have a rush on 
admissions," Dr. Fox said. 


Down the hall in another room, a 


gray-haired man eased his large bulk 
into a chair. He put a piece of yellow 
paper on the table in front of him. 


It was a Christmas list, a list of 


things for patients in different wards to 
do to get ready for Christmas Day. 


"This is the first time in 35 years I'm 


going to remember Christmas. I'm going 
to be sober." 


He looked at the woman sitting 


across from him. 


"I started drinking when I was 14." 


the man continued. "The year I drank 
the shaving lotion I got for Christmas 
was the year I knew I had to quit drink- 
ing or die. Dying was too good." 


Across the table, a woman identified 


herself as a day-care patient. 


The four men sitting at the table all 


looked up at her. She was a success 
story. Proof you can make it on the 
outside, sober and alive. 


And now, planning to spend Christ- 


mas Day with her extended family there 
at the hospital. 


"This is my third Christmas," the 20- 


year-old woman said. "The third Christ-

Egypt spying ends

began in 1968 when Israeli agents con- 
tacted Egyptian citizen Ahmed Mohamed 
Abdel Rahman, 37, who worked on a 
Greek ship and traveled to various Euro- 
pean ports.

MONTREAL — Three masked and 


armed robbers held up a downtown deliv- 
ery company and made off with about 
$300,000 in jewelry, police said Friday. 


Police said the bandits, one carrying 


a sawed-off shotgun and another a re- 
volver, entered the Livraison Caron Ltd. 
offices Thursday and fired a warning 
shot in the air. Then they bound the four 
employes with tape, put the jewelry in 
plastic bags and fled. 


The entire operation took only a few 


minutes, police said. They said the rob- 
bers used walkie-talkies and a radio to 
pick up police channels. Detective Sgt. 
Normand Laurin said the haul included 
gems and precious metals which were 
being prepared for ^.elivery.

NEW DELHI, India - The state of 


Gujarat, ruled by the federal government 
for the past nine months, was turned over 
Friday to a new state administration 
formed by India's ruling Congress Party. 
The new state ministers were sworn in at 
the capital of Ahmadabad while, in New 
Delhi, President Fakhruddin Ali Ahmed 
formally lifted federal control, known as 
president's rule. 


Prime Minister Indira Gandhi's gov- 


ernment took control of Gujarat, on 
India's northwestern coast, last March 12 
when an elected coalition of non-Commu- 
nist opposition parties lost its majority in 
the state assembly after months of politi- 
cal infighting.

Medicare eligibility 


I am a retired school teacher and I don't receive 


Social Security benefits because I didn't pay into that 
program. I do get a retirement annuity from the school 
system. I applied for Medicare, but the Social Security 
office turned me down because I get more than $5,000 a 
year from my annuity. Everyone else tells me I am 
entitled to the benefits since I am 68 years old. Is that 
true? P.W., Long Beach. 


You are eligible for Medicare, but you must pay for 


the coverage since you didn't make payroll contributions 
to the Social Security program when you were working. 
You may have applied for state-funded Medi-Cal bene- 
fits through the Supplemental Security Income program 
administered by the Social Security office and were 
turned down because of your income. To qualify for 
Medicare a person simply must be over 65 years of age 
or totally disabled for at least 24 consecutive months. A 
person's financial status has no bearing on Medicare 
eligibility. If a person or his or her spouse has made 
sufficient payroll contributions to Social Security, he 
doesn't have to pay any premium for the hospitalization 
portion of Medicare coverage. If the subscriber wants 
the supplemental medical insurance plan, which covers 
portions of doctors' visits and outpatient services, he 
pays a $7.20 monthly fee. Since you did not pay into the 
Social Security program, you must pay a $45 monthly 
premium for the hospital coverage and $7.20 a month if 
you want the outpatient plan. A person who misses his 
initial enrollment period when he turns 65 must sign up 
for Medicare between Jan. 1 and March 31 of any 
subsequent year. You can apply for Medicare coverage 
after Jan. 1. 


Refund 


On Action Line's advice I wrote to Allison Automo- 


tive of Covina for a refund on defective equipment I had 
bought from them. I also sent a copy of my request to 
the Los Angeles city attorney's office, as advised, but I 
never got any reply from the company. Can you get me 
my refund, though it would be little compensation for 
tbe money I had to spend when the equipment failed 
while I was traveling? T.K., Lakewood. 


After nearly two months of intermittent contact 


with the company, we finally got them to mail you your 
S31 refund. The company was ordered to make refunds 
when it lost a false advertising suit in court brought 
against it by the Los Angeles city attorney's office.

The man behind the fence 
fled and is still at large, 
investigators said.

and 5 months, had camped 
with all their possessions 


in a gazebo at Hyde and 
Beach streets for two 
days. 


Ms. Wong said the 


family, which speaks only 
Chinese and Vietnamese, 
had "read in the papers a 
couple of weeks ago that 
there would be an earth- 
quake. He was afraid that 
his whole family would 
die." 


She said that Lu, a 


commerical fisherman in 


Vietnam, "wanted to be 
near the ocean. Being a 
fisherman, he felt safer 
being near the water." 


Dr. Henry Minturn, a 


private earthquake predic- 
tor, had warned that a 
major temblor would hit 
Southern California about 
Dec. 20. 


The Lu family left Viet- 


nam Oct. 30, 1975, and set- 
tled in Omaha. Neb., be- 
fore moving to California 
two months ago. 


U.S. refusal to certify Omni-Rx is 
expected to seal health plan's fate 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - 


The federal government 
ha§ denied certification to 
Omni-Rx Health Care Inc., 
of Hawthorne, a move ex- 
pected to seal the fate of 
the beleaguered prepaid 
health plan. 


The state has already 


announced it will not 
renew Omni-Rx's $3.7- 
million-a-year contract to 
care for 10,700 needy per- 
sods in the Los Angeles 
area. 


A U.S. health official 


said that the federal gov- 
ernment has told Omni-Rx 
it 'does not qualify as a 
health maintenance organ- 


ization (HM01. a certifica- 
tion it needed to stay in 
business. 


The nonprofit company 


has been the target of 
state and federal investi- 
gations into allegations of 
poor care, shaky finances 
and profiteering by its 
own officials. 


Last week the state sus- 


pended sale of Omni-Rx 
stock and claimed in a 
lawsuit that company offi- 
cers had diverted $2.4 mil- 
lion from corporate trans- 
actions to their own uses. 


Company 
spokesman 


Merv Newell said Thurs- 
dav that Omni-Rx had 


decided not to seek an in- 
junction against cancella- 
tion of its contract, which 
expires Dec. 31. 


Omni-Rx's demise as a 


prepaid health plan, how- 
ever, does not prevent the 
company or its doctors 
from continuing to treat 
needy persons under the 
MediCal program and bill- 
ing the state for each 
treatment. 


Federal HMO certifica- 


tion is a requirement the 
state is imposing on its 26 
prepaid health plans. 
Omni-Rx is the first con- 
tract to come due since 


Nobody wants to care for 
race crash victim in coma 


the requirement was an- 
nounced. 


A federal certification 


official, William McLeod, 
said one reason for denial 
of certification was 
an 


HMO requirement that at 
least half the patients 
come from outside Medi- 
Cal. so that needy persons 
get the same treatment as 
private patients. 


Virtually all of Omni- 


Rx's patients are on Medi- 
Cal. The firm had a plan 
to enroll more private pa- 
tients, but McLeod said 
his office had concluded 
that because of "adverse 
publicity," Omni-Rx could 
not meet the standard.

The discovery of large 


stores of weapons and 
munitions buried on the 
edge of the Mojave Desert 
has for the first time in 
years turned attention to 
the forgotten man of 
American politics, the 
ultra right-wing extremist. 


With only the Ku Klux 


Klan active in recent 
years in meager appeals 
to be taken seriously, the 
violence-prone elements of 
the far right have in this 
decade been eclipsed as a 
national threat by the ter- 
rorists of the left. 


SEVERAL 
arsenals 


have been unearthed near 
Los Angeles in recent 
weeks, caches of arms and 
matffiel ranging from 
machine guns to hand gre- 
nades, from drums of na- 
p a l m to armored half- 
tracks. 


The discovery of racist 


literature buried along 
with tons of arms recalled 
the propagandists of right- 
wing violence in the mid- 
1960s, the heyday of the 
hate groups that urged 
paramilitary operations 
against the twin threats of 
Communism 
and 
civil 


disorder. 


Evidence indicated that 


most of the arms had been 
buried in the desert for 
almost a decade. Dusty 
sticks of dynamite and 
other explosives were so 
unstable because of age 
that the police blew them 
up at the discovery site 
rather than risk moving 
them. 


AN investigation 
was 


began to trace the arms, 
but the federal authorities 
say that nothing has 
turned up to link them 
with thefts from military 
installations that every 
year result in illegal arms 
being moved into the pos- 
s e s s i o n of c i v i l i a n s 
through a black market in 
high-powered weapons. 


The discoveries have 


led to the arrest of three 
local residents on a vari- 
ety of charges ranging 
from illegal possession of 
machine guns and rockets 
•to reckless possession of 
explosives. 


Meanwhile, the recent 


report of Ku Klux Wan 
activity on the Marine 
base at Camp Pendleton, 
about 75 miles south of 
Los Angeles, has been dis- 
counted as a sign of major 
activity by the far right. 


"There's darn little ac- 


tivity today compared to 
what w e n t on in the 
sixties." said a U.S. De- 
partment 
Oi J u s t i c e 


spokesman. "It j u s t 
doesn't appear to be in the 
wind today." 


Investigators from the 


Los Angeles and Atlanta 
regional offices of the 
AntiDefamation League of 
B'nai B'rith, which moni- 
tors hate-group activity, 
also noted the dormancy 
of the extreme right this 
decade. 


Virulent antiSemitic and 


antiblack voices still find 
an audience in this coun- 
try, said Harvey Sehecter, 
the league's 
regional 


director in Los Angeles. 


"But they are not as 


much a factor today as 
they were 10 years ago." 
he remarked. "There is a 
historical ebb and flow to 
their popularity, and most 
of the hate groups have no 
organization or mech- 
anism to transfer power, 
so they tend to disappear 
in times of low social ten- 
sion." 


Southern California and 


Arizona a decade ago 
were propaganda mills for 
the extreme right. Hate 
groups also flourished in 
the South during the 1960s, 
as the civil rights move- 
ment generated social con- 
flict that made converts 
among whites who felt 
threatened and pressured 
by the desegregation of 
schools and public accom- 
modations. 


"From the mid-1950s to 


the late 60s there was a 
large increase of interest 
in extremist organizations 
like the Klan," ; aid Stu 


Lcwengrub, director of the 
AntiDefamation 
League 


office in Atlanta. "If these 
groups were not embraced 
by the entire community, 
they were at least toler- 
ated. That is not the ease 
today. They are no longer 
tolerated by the larger 
community." 


He said that even the 


KKK, which is fragmented 
among several states and 
whose total membership is 
disputed, has taken on the 
character of the White 
Citizens Councils that, in 
the beginning of the civil 
rights movement, organ- 
ized massive and mostly 
peaceful resistance to so- 
cial change. 


"The Klan is now more 


engaged in talk than in 
actual violence, Lewen- 
grub said. "I can't recall 
the last temple bombing in 
the South. The most vio- 
lent thing we see today is 
an occasional threatening 
letter."

ruling allows the state to 
proceed to negotiate for a 
reservation service. 


Rhodes also announced 


that no matter what reser- 
vation system is used, 
campers will be able to 
make reservations only 60 
days in advance instead of 
the present 9(kiay limit. A 
60-day limit will remain in 
effect at Hearst Castle. 


If Select-A-Seat posts a 


S2QO,000 performance bond 


with a California bank by 
next week, it will get the 
contract as awarded. The 
firm, which has been em- 
broiled in internal squab- 
bles, has tried to post the 
bond with a bank in 
Kansas, said department 
spokesman Ray Chapman. 


He said the state has 


explored using Depart-- 
ment of Motor Vehicles of- 
fices, rented computer 
terminals and the state 
computer center, but the 
state computer center 
questions the feasibility. 


If Select-A-Seat doesn't 


post the bond, the options 
are a month-to-month con- 
tract with Ticketron, if 
that firm would agree, 
some program involving 
DMV, 
or reservations by 


mail, Chapman said. 


About half of the state's 


13.000 campsites 
have 


been under the computer- 
ized reservation: ystem. 


It will be somewhat 


harder to reserve a camp- 
site "probably into the 
spring" until a system can 
be set up, Chapman said.

critical problem with 
campsites. It's the off-sea- 
son and only three or four 
places with trailer hook- 
ups are full every day."

W A S H I N G T O N - 


Former CIA employe 
Edwin Gibbons Moore II 
was convicted and sen- 
tenced to prison in 1963 on 
charges of attempting to 
burn down a Nags Head, 
N.C., hotel that he had 
purchased shortly before. 


Moore, who is now ac- 


cused of attempting to sell 
secret CIA documents to 
the Soviets, appealed the 
arson conviction to the 
North Carolina 
Supreme 


Court and won a new trial, 
according 
to sources 


familiar with the case. He 
spent no time in jail after 
his arrest and during the 
appeal process. 


D U R I N G t h e n e x t 


several years Moore was 
reportedly retried twice. 
The second trial ended in 
a hung jury, but he was 
acquitted in the third trial, 
the sources said. 


While the CIA declined 


any comment on Moore, a 
law enforcement source 
involved in the arson case 
said Moore had been sus- 
pended by the agency fol- 
lowing his arrest in 1961. 
However, the source said, 
he understood that Moore 
was reinstated with full 
back pay by the CIA after 
he was found not guilty of 
the charges in the third 
trial. 


Moore's attorney in the 


CIA case, Courtland K. 
Townsend Jr.. refused 
comment. One of Moore's 
daughters, asked about 
the arson case, also de- 
clined to comment. 


MOORE. 56. who retired 


from the CIA because of a 
medical disability on June 
29. 1973. after 21 years in 
the procurement 
area, 


was arrested near his 
Bethesda, M d . , home 
Wednesday by the FBI 
and was charged with vio- 
lating espionage laws by 
attempting to sell CIA 
documents to the Soviets 
for $200,000. 


investigative 
sources 


said they are now con- 
vinced that Moore was 
"acting on his own. It was 
a one-shot deal, there was 
no one else involved.'' 


The sources also dis- 


closed that most of the 
documents found on the 
grounds of the Soviet resi- 
dence contained pre-1973 
information on the CIA, 
some of it copies of pages 
from CIA personnel direc- 
tories and internal guides 
of the complex in Langley, 
Va.

saying nonchalantly, "Oh, 
there's nothing in here 
that would concern you 
fellows." He then turned 
and walked away. "He's a 
hero in my book," said 
one investigative source. 


MOORE had initially 


been identified as a logis- 
tics expert for the CIA, 
but an agency spokesman 
clarified his former posi- 
tion. The spokesman said 
Moore was involved in the 
logistics of purchasing 
goods for the agency. 
When Moore retired, the 
spokc3man said, he was a 
GS-9, earning about $15,- 
000 a year. 


In I960. Moore, who had 


been with the CIA for 
eight years at that time, 
purchased an old three- 
story, ocean-front, family- 
style hotel with several de- 
tached cottages in Nags 
Head. The hotel was 
named The Parkerson, for 
its former owner. 


According to accounts 


of the arson case in the 
Coastland Times, the 
newspaper that covers the 
Nags Head area, Moore 
was charged with three 
counts of "illegal burning" 
in connection w i t h the 
April 25, 1961, fires that 
broke out in the main 
hotel structure and two 
adjoining cottages. 


BECAUSE of apparent 


defense motions to secure 
a change of venue, accord- 
ing to the newspaper, the 
trial did not get under way 
in the Dare County Su- 
perior Court until April 29. 
1963. 


The newspaper reported 


. t h a t during the trial, 
which lasted about a 
week, "Moore and his wife 
sat 
silently." 
An FBI 


agent testified at the trial 
t h a t he had arrested 
Moore. The paper quoted 
the agent as testifying that 
during "an interview 
preceding the arrest in 
CIA offices where Moore 
was employed in Washing- 
t o n . Moore raised no 
denial of having set the 
fire." 


At the lime of his ar- 


rest, Moore had said to the 
FBI agent, "What are you 
prepared to do? Will you 
take me back to North Ca- 
rolina with or without a 
statement?" the news- 
paper reported the agent 
as testifying. 


The newspaper accounts 


said that a number of wit- 
nesses had testified about 
Moore's visits to the hotel 
and his work habits. One 
witness, 
apparently a 


handyman from Washing- 
ton who had been helping 
Moore at the hotel, testi- 
fied about events involving 
closing the structure and 
leaving for Washington 
shortly before the fires 
brokco ut.

Dunn of Plymouth, Mich., 
caught polio. 


Like a growing number

But like the good mother 
she is. she broudit her

to a pediatrician in August 
1974 to be immunized. 


The doctor administered 


Orimune, the oral vaccine 
made by Lederle Labs and 
the standard vaccine used 
in this country. Two weeks 
after the visit to the pedia- 
trician, Mrs. Dunn began 
to feel pains in her legs, 
and she started running a 
fever. 


"I thought I had the 


du." she said. "Then one 
morning my legs just gave 
out from under me." 


It wasn't until this year, 


when she liad a chance to 
do some reading on her 
own. that Mrs. Dunn 
began to figure out hoy.' 
she probably caught polio 
at age 28. 


"I caught it changing 


my daughter's diapers," 
she says. 


Orimune contains a live 


polio virus which in rare 
instances can give polio to 
the person vaccinated or 
to someone who comes in 
close contact with him. 


Data on the risks of 


polio vaccines is hard to 
find, but one researcher 
has suggested that there 
have been only 30 Mrs. 
Dunns in 150 million polio 
vaccinations. That makes 
the odds one in five mil- 
lion. 


This is no comfort to 


Mrs. 
Dunn who can only 


walk with the aid of leg 


braces and crutches. She 
will probably spend a 
great deal of the rest of 
her life in a wheelchair, so 
las! month she decided lo 
sue Lederle and her pedia- 
trician.

Mrs. Dunn's .pediatrician 
says he contacted other 
pediatricians and found 
that none of them ever 
warned patients about Ori- 
mune risks because those 
risks were so small. 


According to Lederle 


there were almost 58,000 
cases of polio in the U.S. 
in 1902 before polio vac- 
cine was available. When 
the vaccine was intro- 


duced those very small 
risks facing the children 
seemed 
insignificant. 


Polio was THE dread dis- 
ease of the times. 


But in 1974 Mrs. Dunn 


was one of only seven per- 
sons in ths U.S. who got 
polio, a c c o r d i n g to 
Lederle. 


In that climate, the 


small number of people 
like Mrs. Dunn who catch 
polio are more inclined to 
look for someone to 
blame. 


This has made Lederle 


extremely cautious with 
their vaccine. Early this 
year they stopped shipping

BOSTON (AP) - Mere- 


dith, a divorcee facing her 
first Christmas without a 
husband, resents having to 
explain to her daughters 
why Daddy won't be there 
to help open presents. 


The 28-year-old moth- 


er's problem is a typical 
one for separated parents 
at Christmas. Harry Fin- 
kelstein Keshet, a Whee- 
lock College sociologist 
who specializes in divorce, 
runs a seminar to deal 
with the problem. 


Meredith, who did not 


want to be identified, said 
her daughters, ages 7, G 
and 4, have been asking 
her why their daddy 
couldn't sleep in Mommy's 
bed and be there to open 
presents Christmas morn- 
ing. 


"I told them he could 


sleep on the living room 
floor in a sleeping bag," 
she testily told Keshet and 
others in the group of 30. 


Keshet, with three other 


social scientists and thera- 
pists, started a Divorce 
Resource and Mediation 
Center three months ago 
in neighboring Cambridge. 


"As far as the number 


of divided families cele- 
brating Christmas this 
year," said Keshet, him- 
self divorced and the prod- 
uct of a broken marriage, 
"we are talking nationally 
about one in every three. 
In the Boston area, we are 
nearer one in every iwo, 
especially among the 
younger people."

(AP)—For the first time in 
his life, Frans Munnich Jr. 
lias no Christmas tree this 
year. 


"You 
see, that was 


always the best time for 
us," explains the 13-year- 
old honor student who is a 
victim of chronic asthma. 
"I remember my father 
decorating the tree, the 
whole family decorating 
the tree. And it just hurt 
too much. . . And I de- 
lended on him so." 


FOUR MONTHS ugo, 


his 39-year-old father was 
walking to his car after 
completing his job as 
maitre d' at a restaurant 
in the Fairmont Hotel. 


As he crossed the street 


at 2:30 a.m., he was shot 
in the back of the head 
and fell dead on the cable 
car tracks. 


Munnich's widow, Pat, 


has mixed her grief for 
her husband with anger at 
city officials for their lack 
of solicitude. 


In a letter to Mayor 


George Moscone, Mrs. 
Munnich said, "Every- 
thing that we had in the 
world has been taken from 


us by one bullet on the 
streets of San Francisco." 


She said the anguish in- 


creased in recent weeks 
after a rash of street 
crimes, including a simi- 
lar shooting which killed a 
prominent 
businessman, 


prompted the city to beef 
up police patrols. 


"WHY NOT after our 


husband and father's cold- 
blooded murder?" the let- 
ter asked. "Mr. Mayor, we 
are in agony. Didn't his 
life count for anything? 


What has happened to 


San Francisco when a de- 
cent man who has worked 
every day of his life is no 
l o n g e r s a f e on the 
streets?" 


The number of murders 


in San Francisco is up 12 
per cent over last year, 
according to crime statis- 
tics. About one-fourth of 
the murders are described 
by police as motiveless, 
random shootings. 


A 15-year-old boy—with 


eight previous 
juvenile 


detentions-was convicted 
of second-degree murder 
in Munnich's death. He is 
in the custody of the Cali- 
fornia Youth 
Authority, 


where the average com- 
mitment for homicide "is 
somewhat less than three 
years," according to a 
spokesman. 


"We were the closest 


family," Mrs. Munnich 
said as she held the hand 
of her son who has been 
hospitalized 26 times and 
for five years has had to 
sleep in a special mist tent 
to ease his lungs. 


"We just couldn't live 


without each other," she 
added. "We were never 
apart." 


MRS. MUNNICH chided 


the mayor for not sending 
his condolences. "At least 
let my boy know that 
someone in power in the 
c i t y cares about his 
father. Please," she 
wrote. 


In a letter dated Thurs- 


day, Moscone apologized 
for not contacting her 
earlier. 


"Your husband's loss is 


certainly no less a tragedy 
than that of anyone mur- 
dered in our city," Mos- 
cone wrote. "I know that 
it will be a very sad holi- 
day season for you and 
your family. .. If I can 
help in any way, please let 
me know."

Mystery man in Portugal 
directed Ray, panel told 


Tanker explosion sparked in 
empty oil tank, probe finds

The si-arch for the bodies of 


four men, missing since an unex- 
plained explosion shredded the oil 
tanker Sansinena a week ago, was 
resumed Friday a f t e r a Coast 
Guard inquiry hoard said it has 
determined the blast's point of ori- 
gin. 


Rear Adm. James Moreau had 


ordered a halt to salvaging the S10- 
loot Liberian tanker while his four- 
member investigation team spent 
two days sifting through the char- 
red wreckage at Berth 4(i of Los 
Angeles Harbor. 


Meanwhile, boaters whose craft 


have been stranded in the adjacent 
Watchorn Basin because of the 
explosion can now move their 
boats, the Coast Guard said. 


Moreau said the explosion at 


the Union Oil Co. bulk terminal 
occurred in an oil cargo tank desig- 
nated "No. HI Center." The tank is 
located in the after part of the ship. 


"WE HAVE ALSO determined . 


that the tank was empty at the •' 
time ol the explosion," Moreau 
said. 


The admiral said the determi- 


nation was marie through examina- 
tion of the twisted structural mem- 
bers of the deck and the manner 
and direction in which they were 
bent. 


"We don't know how an empty 


tank could explode," he said. 


"We think some sort of spark 


triggered the explosion and that the 
fumes left in the empty tank may 
have been ignited. 


"We may never know," the 


admiral continued. "Every man 
who was on deck at the time is 
dead. 


"It's the nature of these things 


that we never find the exact an- 
swer. We can only draw conclu- 
sions." 


The force of the blast that left 


four dead, four still missing and 
damage estimated at $18 million, 


shoved the solid concrete Berth 46 
three feet into the dock. Steel gird- 
ers and concrete 
piles which 


supported the pier were bent back 
toward land. 


THE BLAST ALSO pushed the 


Sansinena 30 feet into the channel. 


Massive chunks of steel, up to 


IVj inches t h i c k , punctured con- 
crete as though it were paper. 


Moreau said it was estimated 


the entire center of the ship was 
blown more than 80 feet in the air 
and 100 yards horizontally from the 
rest of the ship. 


"The entire deck and wheel- 


house were twisted and flipped in 
mid-air." 
he continued. "Both 


landed on top of a security shack 
on land, pushing it more than 20 
feet under the ground." 


Moreau said he expects the 


bodies of the missing men — the 
ship's first officer, second officer, 
radio operator, and a dockside se- 
curity guard — to be found in the 
' buried rubble when it is cleared. 


A Coast Guard spokesman, said 


. the Watchorn Basin is now clear of 


obstructions, but only to a depth o'f 
six feet. He advised skippers whose 
boats have a draft exceeding four 
feet to stay clear of the area during 
low tide. 


HE SAID THAT, to protect 


divers, the Coast Guard has im- 
posed a speed limit of three-knots 
in the area. The spokesman said it 
is being strictly enforced and that 
"under no condition" are boats to 
create "a substantial wake." 


• The Coast Guard inquiry into 


the cause of the explosion will re- 
sume at 10 a.m. Monday in Long 
Beach. It was temporarily moved 
Thursday- morning from Long 
Beach to Pier 46. where board 
memters began sifting through the 
rubble of the destroyed ship. 


Salvage operations were halted 


while a search was made for 
evidence of possibly unsafe equip- 
ment aboard the ship. 


"From our on-site examination, 


we hope to be able to piece together 
what happened," Moreau said. 


"All the fire screens seemed to 


be intact," he continued. 


The presence of a rusted fire 


screen aboard the tanker triggered 
vigorous questioning at Thursday's 
hearing at Long Beach Harbor De- 
partment headquarters. 


THE SCREENS are intended to 


prevent sparks from flying into 
dangerous areas. 


"To our knowledge there was 


no one near the No. 10 hold," the 
admiral said. "A spark could have 
been triggered by static electricity 
from synthetic fiber clothing. There 
was a phone at the end of the 
gangway. A telephone transmission 
could have caused a spark. 


"We'll be hearing from other 


witnesses Monday," Moreau said. 
"There's a woman who lives on the 
hill behind the harbor who saw the 
whole thing. We're planning on 
going up to her house to try to 
determine how much she could 
have seen with: the amount of light 
here on wharf," the admiral said. 


' Meanwhile, divers continued to 


explore the waters alongside the 
\vharf. 


"The entire bottom of the ship 


is still there." the Coast Guard 
spokesman explained. 


"WE 
ALSO estimate there's 


about 800.000 gallons of heavy oil 
sitting on the ocean floor. We still 
have a massive cleanup action 
ahead of us." 


The point of the bow, the other 


end of which is resting on the ocean 
bottom, remains tilted above the 
surface at a 45-degree angle. What 
remains of the stern, where most of 
the crew was quartered at the time 
of the explosion, is now tied up to 
the wharf by large tow ropes. 


Between the stern and the bow, 


rows of pink buoys create an eerie 
outline of the rest of the Sansinena 
which was blasted out of the water.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 


A House Committee on 
Assassinations report says 
its investigators have ob- 
tained 
uncorroborated 


testimony that James Earl 
Ray received instructions 
from a secret conspirator 
during his flight after the 
murder of Dr. Martin Lu- 
ther King Jr. 


Delegate Water Faun- 


troy, D-District of Colum- 
bia, chairman of the sub- 
committee probing King's 
slaying, said the informa- 
tion came from "a very 
reliable source" who 
talked with Ray, currently 
serving a 99-year prison 
term. Fauntroy stressed 
thai the testimony had not 
been corroborated yet. 


Fauntroy said in a tele- 


phone interview Friday 
the witness told the inves- 
tigators "that there was 
someone with whom he 
[Ray) was to get in touch 
in Portugal." 


The testimony is cited 


in a ''li-page l u p u . ' i ap- 
proved by the full 12-mem- 
bcr committee as one of 
two examples of leads the 
panel feels must be pur- 
sued in its investigation 
into the assassinations of 
King and President John 
F. Kennedy, Fauntroy 
said. 


The other example is 


the 
previously reported 


recollection of former CIA 
employes regarding 
the 


agency's 
surveillance of 


Lee Harvey Oswald in 
Mexico City less than two 
m o n t h s 
b e f o r e 
t h e 


Kennedy assassination. 


The report, not yet pub- 


licly released, 
w i l l be 


presented to the full House 
in January as justification 
for the committee's pro- 
posed one-year $6.5-million 
budget. 


Speaking of the 
new 


lead in the King case, 
Fauntroy told a reporter. 
"The source is of such 
reliability we feel confi- 
dent the lead is worth fol- 
lowing." 


Fauntroy said the re- 


port identifies the source 
as "a witness who had 
never previously 
been 


interviewed by any inves- 
tigative agency," an 
American who was neither 
a relative nor an attorney 
of Ray's. He declined to 
give any further identify- 
ing information. 


James Lesar, who has 


represented Ray since 
1970, said the only other 
persons with' whom Ray 
has talked have been re- 
porters and his prison 
guards. Lesar added that 
Ray never told him about 
a secret meeting in Portu- 
gal. 


The report 
described 


the lead as follows: 


"Ray contacted another 


person from whom-he re- 
ceived further instructions 
... out of the United 
States." 


Fauntroy c o n f i r m e d 


t h a t the location was 
Portugal but said investi- 
gators did not know the 
identity of the other per- 
son nor whether the meet- 
ing actually took place. 


Ray's ability to evade 


law enforcement author- 
ities for three months 
following the April 4, 19G8, 
slaying of King has often 
been cited as an indication 
that he had help from 


other conspirators. In par- 
ticular, his ability to ob- 
tain three false passports 
and pay for trips to Eng- 
land and Portugal have 
been cited as actions be- 
yond his intellectual or 
financial means. 


In March 1«69. when 


Ray pleaded guilty to kill- 
ing King, he told the court 
he did not agree with 
statements by the prosecu- 
tion and by his own de- 
fense attorney that there 
was no conspiracy in- 
volved. However, Ray has 
never explained what he 
meant. 


The new lead involving 


the Kennedy assassination 
cited in the report centers 
on the CIA's electronic 
surveillance of the Soviet 
Embassy in Mexico City. 


The CIA tape-recorded 


a phone call between Os- 
*ald and the Soviet 
Embassy, and turned 
transcripts of that record- 
ing over to the Warren 
Commission. 


Reliable sources have 


said the transcripts show 
that Oswald was asking 
for information about of 
taining a visa to travel to 
the Soviet Union. How- 
ever, three CIA employes 
stationed in Mexico City at 
the time have been quoted 
as saying the tape record- 
i n g s s h o w e d Oswald 
offering information to the 
Soviets in return for a free 
trip to Russia. 


The committee has sent 


investigators to Mexico in 
an effort to explain this 
discrepancy.

LAWS, A pilot with 


some aeronautical engi- 
neering training from a 
technical school and the 
Marine Corps, has spent 
the last 15 years studying 


..,i;and designing zeppelins, 


known as dirigibles or air- 
ships. 


He first envisioned mod- 


- -ern zeppelins as airborne 


billboards, advertising soft 


. ^drinks and cigarettes over 


major cities, much as the 
Goodyear blimps now 


carry that firm's name to 
football games around the 
country. 


"When I was a Md in 


Philadelphia,'I'd always 
see them fly over. But you 
study these things <ver 
and over and you begin to 
wonder why we're not 
b u i l d i n g them now. 
They've got so much over 
airplanes," he says. 


Like some others, Laws 


believes zeppelins can 
move passengers and huge 
amounts of cargo, mclud- 
ing crude oil and natural 
gas, for less than it costs 
in fuel and pollution for jet 
airplanes and ships at sea. 


"Now a blimp is not an 


airship," he is quick to 
point out. "A blimp is a 
balloon, very unstable. 


"But an airship is a 


rigid, framed craft with 
helium containers inside. 
An airship can operate 
and fly with the precision 
ofaDC3." 


LAWS says he, a retired 


stockbroker from Ocean 
City, N.J., and an investor 
from Philadelphia, have 
put more than $1 million 
in his studies and designs.

rail bridge, causing delays to Christmas travelers. 
Derailed train ties up 
Yule travel in capital 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 


Christmas travelers pass- 
ing through Washington 
encountered delays and a 
short bus trip Friday after 
a freight train derailed, 
blocking the only rail 
bridge linking the nation's 
capital and Virginia. 


The derailment on the 


Potomac R i v e r R a i l 
Bridge forced about 700 
holiday travelers on three 
northbound trains to 
disembark at Alexandria, 
Va., 
and pick up shuttle 


buses 
to Washington's 


Union Station to continue 
their journey. 


Two other trains, the 


northbound Silver Star 
from Miami with 350 pas- 
sengers and the south- 
bound Palmetto from New 
York with 800 holiday 
travelers, were delayed 
about two hours while one 
track on the bridge was 
cleared. 


"We got the go-ahead at 


2:30 p.m.," said Brian 
Duff, a spokesman for 
Amtrak, the national pas- 
senger train corporation. 
"We'll get the passenger 
trains through as quickly 
as possible and ConraU 
will move any freight 
trains that have been 
delayed whenever there's 
a break." 


Duff said Amtrak and 


Southern Railroad 
both 


mobilized shuttle buses 
after learning about the 
6:30 a.m. derailment. No 
one was injured in the 
incident. 


The Conrail freight 


train that left the tracks 
consisted of only 12 cars, 
"but it couldn't have come 
at a worse time or place, 
what with the holiday 
crush and the fact that 
this is the only rail bridge 
over the Potomac," Duff 
said. 


The three trains forced 


to terminate their north- 
ern journey at Alexandria 
included Amtrak's Silver 
Meteor with 350 aboard 
and two sections of the 
Southern Crescent, 
also 


carrying about 350 per- 
sons. 


The spokesman said the 


northbound Silver Star 
and southbound Palmetto 
were held up "because we 
didn't have enough buses 
to shuttle that many peo- 
ple. They were both 
delayed about two hours, 
about the same delay ex- 
perienced by those people 
who had to wait the long- 
est this morning after 
being shuttled. 


"Without that bridge, 


we're lost," he added. 
"There's no other track 
we ca r use between Wash- 
ington and Virginia. But at 
least this is the only seri- 
ous delay we've had so far 
this holiday."

140 passengers missing in

CAIRO, Egypt (AP) - 


An Egyptian passenger 
ship caught fire and sank 
in the Red Sea, and 140 
persons are missing, the 
semiofficial newspaper Al 
Ahram reported Saturday. 
There were one confirmed 
death and 29 injuries. 


The newspaper said 341 


of the 481 passengers 
aboard the Patra were 
rescued after it went down 
Thursday about 50 miles 
from the Saudi Arabian 
port of Jidda, a city of 
about 60,000 persons and 


an entry point for Moslem 
pilgrims traveling to 
Mecca. 


Only a half-dozen pas- 


sengers were foreigners, 
according to Al Ahram. 


Saudi coast guard boats 


and helicopters continued 
to search for the missing 
Friday night, more than 20 
hours after the fire broke 
out. 


The fire's cause was not 


determined, the news- 
paper said. 


ter at a Phfllips Petroletmi 
Co. bulk station, according 
to Asst. Civil Defense 
Director Jim WQlaford. 


"It spread like a wild- 


fire," said one witness. 
"There is a lot of tar in 
some of those houses, and 
there was smoke every- 
where." 


THE CAUSE of the fire 


was undetermined. There 
were unconfirmed reports 
that it was started from a 
trash fire or by sparks 
from a welder's torch. 


Gov. David Boren said 


he had placed National 
Guard troops on standby 
in the area and he was 
asking all state agencies 
to provide aid to the home- 
less.

French politician shot 
dead in Paris street 


PARIS (AP) - Prince 


Jean de Broglie, a mem- 
ber of parliament and 
once a leading negotiator 
for Algerian independ- 
ence, was shot dead in a 
quiet Paris street Friday 
by a young man in jeans 
and sweater, police said. 


An extreme right-wing 


underground movement 
later claimed the 55-year- 
old aristocrat was assassi- 
nated because he helped 
flood France with Arab 
workers f r o m N o r t h 
Africa. 


But police said a politi- 


cal assassination was "un- 
likely." 


WITNESSES said they 


saw a man about 20 talk 
heatedly to DC Broglie for 
several minutes on the 
Rue de Dardanelles before 
pulling a pistol out of his 
ppcket and firing several 
shots into the prince's 
head. The killer escaped. 


Police said De Broglie 


had telephoned his wife at 
t h e i r chateau in Nor- 
mandy only an hour be- 
fore he was killed to tell 
her he was on his way 
there. The De Broglies 
were married in 194# and 
had three sons. 


De Broglie came from 


an ancient and prominent 
family of Italian origin, 
established in France 
since the 17th Century. He 
was a great-grandson of 
the 18th Century French 
writer and political activ- 
ist, Madame dc Stael. His 
uncle, Duke Louis de 
Broglie, is one of the coun- 
try's best known physi- 
cists and winner of the 
192fl Nobel Prize for his 
work on X rays and the 
quantum theory. 


De Broglie dropped his 


title in his political ac- 
tivity. He had been a jun- 
ior minister in four of the 
later cabinets of President 
Charles de Gaulle and 
since 1958 an Independent 
Republican Party deputy 
in the National Assembly. 
The small party is led by 
President Valery Giscard 
d'Estaing. 


AS deputy minister of 


foreign and colonial af- 
fairs under De Gaulle, De 
Broglie was a leading 
member of the French 
delegation that signed the 
peace treaty with Algerian 
nationalists in March 1962. 
The treaty was bitterly op- 
posed by the French right 
wing. 


Several hours after the 


murder became known, a 
man called the French 
news agency Agence 
France Presse and 
claimed that De Broglie 
was executed by the 
extreme-right "Charles 
Martel" movement be- 
cause of his pro-Arab sym- 
pathies and his role in 
bringing "African ver- 
min" into France. 


The movement came to 


public notice last year 
with a bomb attack on the 
Toulouse offices of the 
Algerian national airline 
Air Algerie. 


More than a million 


North African Arabs are 
regularly employed in 
French industry, and this 
has led to racial friction in 
some cities. 


Charles Martel (Charles 


the Hammer) was the 
founder of the first French 
Christian kingdom in the 
8th Century and grandfa- 
ther of Emperor Char- 
lemagne. He halted an

The first message of 


condolence to De Broglie's 
wife came from Arab 
League Secretary-General 
Mahmoud Riad. 


AFTER De Gaulle de- 


cided to grant Algeria 
independence in 1958, 
many French officers who 
had fought in the long and 
bloody struggle against 
Algerian nationalists there 
declared him a traitor to 
France. Forming the Se- 
cret Army Organization — 
OAS — they vowed to 
assassinate the president. 


Their most famous at- 


tempt failed when they 
mistimed an attack on De 
Gaulle's sedan at Petit- 
Clamart in the Paris sub- 
urbs. Twelve bullets rip- 
ped through the presi- 
dent's speeding c a r , 
missing him.

She 
was, however, missing an expected first 
Christmas at home in Hagerstown, Md. 


"Her condition is very good now," 


said Dr. Mathuram Santosham, Jennif- 
er's pediatrician. "Antibiotics are being 
.injected intravenously, but she is eating 
normal food." 
••"'.^'Jennifer, whose parents have asked 
that her last name not he used, under- 
went a first-of-lts-kind transplant opera- 
tion by Dr. Richard Hong, a University of 
Wisconsin immunologist. 
al''^he child was born without a thymus, 


the small ductless gland which trains 
antibodies to recognize and attack such 
foreign matter as viruses. After complet- 
ing its work, the gland shrinks and is no 
longer needed. 


Hong injected thymus particles into 


Jennifer's thigh muscles and her abdomi- 
nal cavity. Doctors said her immunity 
has increased to 60 per cent and in time 
may reach 100 per cent. 


Since being sent .home last June, Jen- 


nifer has been back to the hospital twice 
for short stays — once for a test and once 
because of an infection. 


"We don't know if the pneumonia was 


connected with her condition, or not," 
Santosham said. 


No Christmas tree will be allowed in 


the germ-free hospital room, but Santo- 
sham said Jennifer's parents would be 
allowed to visit.

ment, said the financial 
success of the train will 
depend partly on how 
many people come to see 
it during its five days of 
public display in Miami.. 


Spurney said it costs, on 


the average, about $30 per 
mile to operate the train 
and pay its crew and sup- 
port staff.

50 lawmakers have million 
left over after 4cinch' races

WASHINGTON - Al- 


though none of them had a 
major-party opponent in 
the November election, 50 
members of the new Con- 
gress accepted more than 
$3 million in campaign 
contributions in 1976 and 
have nearly $1 million of it 
left, available apparently 
for any political or per- 
sonal use they choose. 


Chief among them was 


Senate Majority Whip 
Robert C. Byrd, D-W.Va., 
who.is seeking elevation to 
the post of majority leader 
next month. Unopposed 
for renomination or re- 
election, he raised, never- 
theless, $178,800 and still 
has $180,300 of it. 


Substantial amounts of 


this campaign money 
came from special-interest 
groups, the political action 
committees formed by 
corporations, unions and 
trade and professional as- 


sociations to support 
candidates 
favorable 
to 


their particular goals. 


Under current law, sur- 


plus campaign funds may 
be donated to charitable 
or philanthropic organiza- 
tions, transferred to an ac- 
count to help meet 
congressional office ex- 
penses or used "for any 
other lawful purpose." 
There is nothing to pre- 
vent a senator or repre- 
sentative 
from simply 


pocketing the money. 


Eighteen of the 50 mem- 


bers of Congress with no 
major-party opposition in 
the general election had 
occasion to raise cam- 
paign funds to fend off pri- 
mary challenges. In 11 of 
these 18 primary contests, 
however, the congressman 
won 70 per cent of the vote 
or more, so only seven 
could be called serious 
contests. 


The group that accepted 


substantial contributions 


despite little need to cam- 
paign included two Demo- 
cratic senators — Byrd 
and John C. Stennis of 
Mississippi, chairman of 
the Armed Service Com- 
mittee — and 48 represen- 
tatives: 42 Democrats and 
6 Republicans. 


Among the House mem- 


be rs 
were 
t h r e e 


committee heads: James 
J. Delaney of New York, 
chairman of Rules; Cle- 
ment J. Z a b l o c k i of 
Wisconsin, chairman of 
International 
Relations; 


and Jack Brooks of Texas, 
chairman of Government 
Operations. 


All told, these 50 mem- 


bers raised nearly $3.2 
million in campaign con- 
tributions and spent about 
$2.2 million of the money. 
Collectively, they have 
just over $1 million left, 
according to reports filed 
with the Federal Election 
Commission. 


Some of the 50 senators 


and representatives either 
raised very little money in 
the first place or spent al- 
most all they raised. But 
42 of them had campaign 
surpluses larger than 
$5,000 and 29 larger than 
$10,000. 


The largest surpluses 


reported were: Byrd, 
$160,300, including $76,000 
from his abortive presi- 
dential campaign; Rep. 
Gillis W. Long of Louisi- 
ana, $122,400; Rep. Joe D. 
Waggoner Jr. of Louisi- 
ana, $79,200; Brooks, $63,- 
700: and Rep. Bill Archer 
of Texas, $61,900. 


Although four of the 


unopposed candidates re- 
ported spending about 
$1,000 each and three re- 
ported spending nothing, 
congressmen seeking re- 
election without a serious 
opponent 
traditionally 


spend a certain amount of 
campaign money estab- 
lishing their presence in 
the district by making cx-

peeled appearances dur- 
ing the fall. 


Of the $160,300 in 


campaign 
contributions 


collected by Byrd, more 
than half - $80,400 - 
came from special-interest 
groups, including more 
than $45,000 from organ- 
ized labor committees. His 
nearest competitor in 
special-interest contribu- 
tions was Waggoner with 
$46,500. 


Byrd is in a different 


political position from all 
the other candidates with 


campaign surpluses be- 
cause he is seeking a 
leadership post next 
month. His only remaining 
opponent for the majority 
leadership is Sen. Hubert 
H. Humphrey of Minne- 
sota. 


Humphrey, who was 


also up for re-election this 
year, defeated a Republi- 
can opponent easily, win- 
ning 68 per cent of the 
vote. His records show a 
campaign surplus of a lit- 
tle over $61,000. 


Some critics of Byrd 


have suggested that his 
ability to obtain contribu- 
tions for an almost totally 
inactive presidential cam- 
paign and an unopposed 
Senate re-election bid was 


magnified by the prospect 
that he might be the next 
Senate majority leader, a 
position of 
considerable 


legislative influence. 


Byrd became an an- 


nounced candidate for the 
Democratic 
presidential 


nomination in January 
1976 and raised funds all 
over the country. He col- 
lected the necessary $5,000 
in each of 20 states to be- 
come eligible for primary 
matching funds, but he 
never claimed any, re- 
stricting his activity 
largely to West Virginia 
and ultimately transfer- 
ring his presidential sur- 
plus of $76,070 to his Sen- 
ate fund. 


Long of Louisiana filed 


some of the most intri- 
guing campaign reports. 
He had no opposition in 
the Democratic primary 
and no Republican oppo- 
nent in the general elec- 
tion. An independent chal- 
lenger, Kent Courtney, got 
only 6 per cent of the 
November vote. 


And yet, enveloped with 


such political security, he 
felt called upon to raise 
$183,200, $38,800 of it from 
special-interest groups. He 
invested $60,800 in his re- 
election effort, leaving 
himself a tidy $122,400, 
most of which appeared to 
be, literally, cash in the 
bank.

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Drugs mainly a waste of money, say experts 


Sleeping pills 'keeping millions awake'

NEW YORK - Every 


night tens of millions of 
Americans lie awake for 
hours wondering and 
worrying whether they'll 
be able to get a good 
night's sleep. 


They are the victims of 


insomnia, which afflicts 
some 25 million Ameri- 
cans all the time and mil- 
lions of others some of the 
time. 


• 
Well over $100 million a 


year is spent on prescrip- 
tion sleeping pills to try to 
counter this problem, 
which ruins both t h e 


.-nights and days of its 


* sufferers. 


Yet, 
according to ex- 


perts who spoke at a sym- 
posium on sleep disorders 
this month, most of these 
prescriptions are a total 
waste of money, and in 
many cases the drugs 
actually cause rather than 


cure insomnia. 


Doctors at the Sleep 


Disorder Clinic at Stan- 
ford University report that 
about 40 per cent of pa- 
tients who complain of 
insomnia actually lose 
sleep because they have 
become dependent on the 
very drugs they were tak- 
ing to "treat" their insom- 
nia. 
When these patients 


are gradually withdrawn 
from the drugs (a dose at 
a time every five or six 
days), they sleep on aver- 
age 20 per cent more, and 
many have no symptoms 
of sleep problems. 


One such patient de- 


scribed by Dr. William C. 
Dement, director of the 
Stanford clinic, had been 
taking six different sleep- 
ing potions, a total of 8 
grams of drugs a night, 
for 30 years and still was 
"destroyed" by his insom- 
nia. 
After withdrawal 


from the drugs over a two- 


year period, the man's 
nightly sleep increased 
from four and a half to six 
and a half hours. 


Insomnia can fake dif- 


ferent forms and have 
many causes. A person 
who has trouble falling 
asleep may lie awake for 
an hour or more after 
going to bed. He may 
wake up one or more 
times during the night and 
have difficulty going back 
to sleep. Or he may wake 
up very early in the morn- 
ing and lie in bed for 
hours trying to go back to 
sleep. 


Xone of these sleep pat- 


terns is really a problem 
unless it is chronic and 
interferes with the per- 
son's life during the day, 
leaving him sleepy, fa- 
t i g u e d , depressed or 
anxious. Insufficient sleep 
for one or two nights is not 
debilitating, according to 
Dr. Sidnev Cohen. UCLA 


psychiatrist. 


"The major debilitating 


factor," he says, "is 
related to the worry about 
not having slept." 


One of the most com- 


mon causes of insomnia is 
no cause at all. The person 
simply thinks he has 
insomnia but, in fact, all- 
night recordings of his 
sleep show no problem. 
The treatment in these 
cases is education and 
reassurance. 


••Pseudo-insomnia." as 


this condition is called, 
may result from ignorance 
of the fact that sleep re- 
quirements 
normally 


diminish with age. A new- 
born baby sleeps IS hours 
a day. young adults need 
on the average seven to 
eight hours a night, and 
elderly people require only 
four and a half to six and 
a half hours of sleep. 


Thus, as people get 


older, they may continue 


to go to bed at the same 
time and lie awake for 
hours, or else wake up in 
the wee hours of the morn- 
ing and be unable to go 
back to sleep, simply be- 
cause they have slept all 
they need to. 


Often, sleep specialists 


have found, patients com- 
plaining of insomnia 
simply overestimate how 
long it takes them to fall 
asleep or how long they 
are up during the night, 
and thus they underesti- 
mate how much sleep they 
actually get. This can be 
documented by recording 
the person's sleep pattern 
for one or more nights in a 
laboratory. 


Reassuring the patient 


that his sleep is normal is 
usually all the treatment 
necessary. 
Prescribing 


sleeping pills for patients 
with pseudo-insomnia is 
useless and may actually 
be harmful, leading to 


drug tolerance, escalating 
dosages and drug-induced 
insomnia. 


Real, chronic insomnia 


may be caused by a vari- 
ety of medical disorders, 
psychological problems or 
behavioral factors, such 
as drinking large amounts 
of caffeine-containing 
beverages. 


Insomnia may be sec- 


ondary to such sleep-dis- 
r u p t i n g diseases as 
asthma or ulcers or the 
pain of arthritis, migraine 
or angina. In these cases 
it is necessary to treat the 
underlying cause to cure 
the insomnia. Perhaps 20 
per cent of insomnia pa- 
tients are afflicted with so- 
called primary sleep 
disorders — problems that 
happen only in relation to 
sleep.

B r i d g e p o r t , C o n n . , 
teacher, said he used to 
wake up dozens of times a 


night because wlile he 
was asleep his upper 
respiratory tract would 
close and he was unable to 
breathe. A v i c t i m of

to get air into his lungs

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U.S. plans 18 to 20 
space launches in '77 


The Country Parson 
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Clues to atmosphere

NEW YORK - The 


United States had a per- 
fect record of 16 success- 
ful civilian space launch- 
ings in 1976 and plans 
about 18 to 20 attempts in 
1977, the National Aero- 
n a u t i c s and Space 
Administration reports. 


The only other year in 


which the space agency 
had a perfect record was 
1972, with 18 laimchings. 
Earlier in the 19-year 
history of the space age', a 
50 percent success rate 
was considered more than 
adequate. 
:In addition, the Defense 
Department lofted nine 
spacecraft, primarily as 
rfmmunication relays and 
sirveillance systems. Be- 
oSuse of the Pentagon's 
policy of secrecy, 
the 


oiact nature and success 
r^te of the vehicles is 
rtcver reported. 


The Soviet Union has 


launched 96 spacecraft so 
far this year, surpassing 
its own record of 89 in 
1975. These included mili- 
tary as well as civilian 
missions, but it is not 
known how many of these 
were failures. 


The U.S. emphasis in 


197fi was on weather moni- 
toring and communica- 
tions satellites, all of 
which NASA launched for 
other agencies of the gov- 
ernment, private industry 
of foreign governments. 


There were no manned 


missions during the year 
and no new launchings of 
planetary probes. The two 
Vikings that landed on 
Mars had been launched 
in 1975. 


Space agency officials 


said last week that the 
1977 schedule would be 
somewhat more varied, 
though the communica- 
tions satellites would 
again predominate. 


The most important 


scientific missions planned 
for next year include the 
High Energy Astronomy 
Observatory, scheduled 
for launching from Cape 
Canaveral, Kla., in April, 
and 
two 
Mariner-type 


spacecraft aimed for 
photographic reconnais- 
sance on flights past 
Jupiter and Saturn. 


The two Mariners are to 


be launched from Florida 
in August and September. 
The second of these craft, 
if all goes well, may be 
directed to continue be- 
yond Saturn to obtain the 
first close-up look at Ura- 
nus. 


The Mariners are ex- 


pected to fly by Jupiter in 
1979 and Saturn in 1981.

NEW YORK - Sonic 


waves from the Concorde 
supersonic airliner, which 
are being monitored daily 
by Columbia University 
researchers, are providing 
new clues to the nature of 
temperatures and winds in 
the Earth's upper atmos- 
phere. 


The research is an 


unanticipated dividend of 
the controversial aircraft. 
The findings already have 
surprised scientists by re- 
vealing many daily varia- 
tions in the supposed pre- 
vailing winds in the upper 
atmosphere. They are also 
expected to provide impor- 
tant information on the 
dispersal of atmospheric 
pollutants and the charac- 
ter of the rarefied reaches 
of the Earth's atmosphere. 


Dr. William L. Donn 


and his colleagues at 
Columbia's Lamont- 
Doherty Geological Obser- 
vatory have been listening 
to the jet's sonic shock 


waves ever since last May 
24, when the British- 
French concorde began 
making its 
regularly 


scheduled flights between 
London, Paris and Dulles 
International Airport out- 
side Washington. 


Although the sound 


waves are inaudible to the 
ear, they can be detected 
by highly sensitive micro- 
phones that measure 
changes in air pressure. 


One array of three 


microphones, which look 
like small flying saucers 
with three legs planted in 
the ground, is set up in the 
wooded area near Lamont- 
Doherty's laboratories in 
Palisades, 
N.Y. These 


microphones have been 
used for the last 15 years 
to 
m o n i t o r 
the 


atmospheric shock waves 
from rocket firings at Wal- 
lops Island, Va., and Cape 
Canaveral, Fla. 


Another set of micro- 


phones, especially im- 


planted for this project, is 
on property of the Univer- 
sity of New Hampshire in 
Durham. 


Slight changes in air 


pressure are detected by 
the microphones and 
relayed by telephone lines 
to recording 
instruments 


at Lamont-Doherty. 


Dr. Donn said that the 


Concorde's sound signals 
were distinct because of 
their high amplitude and 
characteristic frequency. 
The signals, he added. 


stand out from the normal 
background noise. 


"The exact strength and 


path of the waves depend 
upon atmospheric tem- 
peratures and wind condi- 
tions, so we can use the 
specific characteristics of 
each wave to interpret 
these atmospheric condi- 
tions," Dr. Donn said. 
"This novel use of sonic 
booms is possible because 
the elevation and location 
of the Concorde is known 
very precisely along the 
flight path."

him a "fiend" and a "Nazi 
murderer." 


He was accused of com- 


mitting "the crime of the 
century" —kidnaping and 
murdering 20-month-old 
Charles Lindbergh 
Jr.,

folk hero by flying an air- 
plane solo acri ss the 
Atlantic Ocean. 


In 1936, after a trial 


H.L. Mencken called the 
"biggest story since the 
Resurrection," he 
was 


electrocuted in a New Jer- 
sey prison, and people 
around the world cheered 
the news of his death. 


He was Bruno Richard 


Hauptmann, a 
German 


immigrant with an infant 
son of his own, an obscure 
New York City carpenter 
who became one of the 
archvillains of the 20th 
Century. 


AND, SAYS a reporter 


who spent two years 
studying the case, Haupt- 
mann was innocent- 
framed by overzealous but 
inept police work, pilloried 
by a press that was more 
interested in s e l l i n g 
papers than uncovering 
the facts, and sent to his 
demise by an ambitious 
prosecutor who hoped the 
publicity would 
catapult 


him into the governor's of- 
fice. 


In "Scapegoat—The 


Lonesome Death of Bruno 
Richard 
Hauptmann" 


(Putnam, $12.50), Anthony 
Scaduto presents a strong, 
well-documented case that 
Hauptmann was done in 
by perjured 
testimony, 


manufactured evidence, 
fraudulent "expert wit- 
nesses," and the suppres- 
sion of key documents. 


It was not deliberate 


conspiracy, says Scaduto. 
Rather, for reasons of 
their own, various individ- 
uals lied either to them- 
selves or to the jury, con- 
vinced for the most part

t h a t Hauptmann was 
guilty and that their twist- 
ing of the facts would only 
insure that he got what he 
deserved. 


"EVEN Lindbergh over- 


looked all of the inconsist- 
encies in the case," said 
Scaduto, a former New 
York Post reporter, during 
a recent interview. "The 
press made it seem as if 
Hauptmann was guilty be- 
yond the slightest doubt, 
so everybody else swal- 
lowed his own doubts and 
helped to convict him." 


Hauptmann's widow 


Anna, who is 78 and living 
"somewhere on the East 
Coast—I promised not to 
reveal her whereabouts," 
—broke a 4fryear silence 
to be interviewed for the 
book. 


"She never 
remarried 


or changed her name," 
Scaduto said. "Her friends 
and 
neighbors h a v e 


always known who she is. 
She's lived these 40 years 
hoping someone would 
come along and tell the 
truth." 


Hauptmann's son. Man- 


fred, who was a baby 
when his father was exe- 
cuted and is now an engi- 
neer, refused to be inter- 


viewed. "He sent word 
through his mother that he 
didn't want his privacy in- 
vaded," Scaduto said. 


WHILE 
"Scapegoat" 


argues for Hauptmann's 
innocence, it does not 
identify the real kidnaper 
(or kidnapers). "There 
were too many files 1 was 
unable to gain access to," 
Scaduto explained. 
"But 


I'm convinced that the an- 
swer can be found in the 
FBI records." 


Privately, however, he 


is willing to discuss "this 
speculative theory of 
mine" about the real cul- 
prits. 


"I think there are two 


different factors operating 
here—the people who kid- 
naped the baby are not the 
same people who extorted 
the ransom. 


"Whoever kidnaped the 


child—and I believe it was 
a b u n c h i f nonprofes- 
s i o n a l , 
n o - a c c o u n t 


hoodlums who might have 
had a contact among the 
servants in the house, 
chickened out at the start. 
They were frightened off 
by the enormous interna- 
tional publicity and either 
killed the child or passed 
him along to somebody 
who would adopt him." 


A GROUP of German- 


Americans living in the 
Bronx (and perhaps casual 
acquaintance of Haupt- 
mann) collected the ran- 
som. They obtained a copy 
of the original ransom 
note from an underworld 


figure whose aid Lind- 
bergh enlisted thinking the 
Mafia might have taken 
his son. 


Somehow $14,000 of the 


$50,000 ransom ended up 
in Hauptmann's posses- 
sion. He claimed it was 
left with him by a business 
associate. Isidor Fisch. 
who later died on a trip to 
Germany. 


Scaduto suggests that 


Fisch somehow obtained 
the money from the extor- 
tionists and, knowing it 
was "hot," left it with 
Hauptmann until he could 
figure out some way to 
make use of it. 


"The police figured that 


Hauptmann had to be 
guilty if he had the ran- 
som money," Scaduto 
said. "Then they went out 
and bent all the 'other evi- 
dence to fit this theory." 


Scaduto reserves his 


harshest • comments 
for 


David Wilentz, the attor- 
ney general of New Jersey 
who prosecuted the ease. 


"At some point, some- 


body had to know how 
much of the evidence was 
being withheld, how much 
had been tampered with. 
It's hard to believe that 
the man who finally put 
the case together couldn't 
see what was going on." 


THE corpse identified 


as the kidnaped infant was 
not the Lindbergh child, 
Scaduto maintains. 


"The corpse —actually

blond hair. The Lindbergh 


child had overlapping toes 
on one foot, but that foot 
was also missing." 


Why did Lindbergh 


identify the child as his 
own? "That's a good ques- 
tion," Scaduto said. 
"You'd think a father 
would have 
demanded 


much more proof than 
curl/ blond hair before he 
convinced himself that his 
child was dead. 


"You have to consider 


the sort of person Lind- 
bergh really was. He was- 
n't the great hero we read 
about in school. He was a 
naive, 
unsophisticated 


superstar, as bad as Mick 
Jagger or anybody around 
today. I've written a book 
on Jagger and a book on 
Dylan, and to me Lind- 
bergh is the personifica- 
tion of the rock star who is 
young, good-looking,

suddenly gets a million 
bucks and tremendous 
fame. It blew his mind. 


"He suffered from para- 


noia. He was always seek-- 
ing publicity, then shying 
away from it, complaining 
about invasion of privacy. 
He might have identified 
the baby just to get it over 
with and get back to his.; 

He was a real 
creep with a screw loose, 
so it's possible. 


"Another possibility is 


that he did it for his wife, 
who was on the verge of a 
total collapse from the 
uncertainty.

KNOXVILLE. Iowa - 
surgery, Sykes 


In 1909, when Willie Sykes 
was 9, his father, an Iowa 
coal miner, died, leaving 
no one to care for the 
child. 


Perhaps because he was 


poor and homeless, or 
maybe for some other rea- 
son — no one seems to 
remember why — Willie 
Sykes was sent to a school 
for retarded youths rather 
than an orphanage. 


When he turned 21 he 


had to leave the school, by 
law. Iowa officials then 
sent him to a county poor- 
house, where he has been 
ever since. 


Sykes is one of many 


Americans living in a so- 
c i a l anachronism — 
county poorhouses that 
are now found in dwin- 
dling numbers mostly in 
rural counties in the Mid- 
dle West. They are clus- 
tered especially in Iowa. 
Ohio. Illinois, Michigan 
and Wisconsin, but are 
also found in Tennessee 
and New Hampshire. 


County poorhouses in 


much of New England 
were gradually eliminated 
or restructured over the 
last 50 years. In many 
rural counties in the re- 
gion, they serve more as 
rural nursing homes. 


Albert E. Van Dusen, 


the Connecticut state 
historian, wrote that in 
1820 the General Assembly 
passed a law that allowed 
the farming-out of poor 
persons to the lowest bid- 
der. He said the system 
was filled with abuse, but 
"luckily for Connecticut, 
the number of paupers 
still was quite few." There 
have been reports that 
abuse of residents contin- 
ues in many counties. 


Last week, when the 


Marion County Care Fa- 
cility — the latest of the 
name changes for the 
poorhouse — held one of 
its a n n u a l Christmas 
parties, there was not 
much enthusiasm shown 
by Sykes, He did not 
bother to bang his noise- 
makers together, as the 
other residents did. He 
seemed oblivious to the 
carols, the brightly deco- 
rated trees and the con- 
stant urgings of elderly 
volunteers from town that 
everybody join in. 


Still limping from knee 


spends 


most of his day sitting and 
staring into space, like 
many of the other resi- 
dents, or asleep in the 
neat, well-kept room he 
shares with another resi- 
dent. Over the years, the 
state of Iowa provided him 
with no education or train- 
ing, even though he was 
not retarded. 


"At least, he wasn't re- 


tarded at first, but he 
probably is n o w , " re- 
marked Kenneth Vernon 
Orr, who Is co-administra- 
tor, with his wife, Gloria, 
of the county facility about 
35 miles southeast of Des 
Moines. 


Orr agreed that the 


state, in effect, sentenced 
Sykes to a life in institu- 
tions, thereby ruining his 
life. 


"There was no reason in 


the world he should have 
spent his entire life in an 
institution," Orr said. 
"But it used to happen all 
the time to a lot of poor 
people with no education 
and no place to go." 


The poorhouse concept, 


a throwback to Elizabe- 
t h a n England, was im- 
ported to the New World 
by the early colonists. 
Poorhouses, or poor 
farms, served as places 
where poor peopje were 
sent if they could'not sup- 
port themselves or to 
honor a debt. The first 
poor farm in America was 
established in Philadel- 
phia in 1773; the first in 
Iowa was in 1847 in Des 
Moines County. 


From the beginning, 


they were the dumping 
ground for the dregs of 
society. The mentally ill, 
retarded, alcoholic, physi- 
cally ill and aged were 
often committed to poor 
farms. 


Through the years, at- 


tempts have been made to 
u p g r a d e poorhouses. 
mainly through regula- 
tions and image-changing 
devices. In addition to 
being called poorhouses or 
poor farms, they have 
been called county farms, 
county homes and now, in 
Iowa, county care facili- 
ties. Two years ago, Iowa 
also changed the names of 
stewards and matrons of 
the homes to "administra- 
tors." They once were 
called supervisors.

of.-gardenia petals on his 
true love's bed. 
.-'.'.Faulkner has never 
been a romantic figure to 
the public," says Orin 
Borsten, the veteran publi- 
cist who collaborated on 
the book and persuaded 
Meta to tell her story at 
last."F. Scott Fitzgerald 
was always the romantic 
figure," says Borsten. 
"Faulkner was seen as 
grim, brooding, a man 
who drank a lot and was 
arrogant." 
META, still a stunning 


and vivacious woman at 
69, notes that "some peo- 
Tjlc-were not very happy 
about our publishing this 
Book." 
" After years of guarding 
•her secret, Meta (pro- 
tibunced May-tub) ago- 
Sized over the idea. But 
She had heard that others 
were planning to reveal 
fhe romance after her 
death and decided, "I

•while I'm alive to protect 
the truth and beauty of 
6ur relationship." 
;'A brush with death — 
she recently underwent 
open heart surgery which 
saved her life — helped 
make up her mind.

" "Random House, the 
keeper of the Faulkner es- 
tate, denied us the right to 
publish verbatim Bill's 
tove letters to me," she 
says sadly. "Isn't it silly 
after all this time?

"You can see in his pic- 


tures here that he looks 
happy," she says. "He has 
such a sweet smile." 


Meta speaks still with 


the gentle southern accent 
of her Memphis upbring- 
ing which first drew Mis- 
sissippian Faulkner to ask 
for a date. 


It was 1935, and Meta 


was a script girl for direc- 
tor H o w a r d Hawks. 
Faulkner, yet to be ac- 
claimed, was writing a' 
screenplay to support his 
family back in Oxford, 
Miss. 


It was love at first 


sight. He would tell her 
later: "When I stood in 
that door and saw you, I 
said to myself, 'There she 
is!'" 
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FROM THAT day, Meta 


traces the star-crossed ro- 
mance: Faulkner's gentle- 
manly courtship, the con- 
summation of their affair, 
the anguish over his duty 
to an alcoholic wife and a 
cherished daughter. 


There were frequent 


separations. After years, 
Meta twice married and 
divorced concert pianist 
Wolfgang Rebner. Always, 
there were letters from 
Faulkner, a friend during 
her marriage, a lover 
again afterward. 


Eventually, she lost 


hope he would ever leave 
his wife or his greater 
love: the South. 


"I knew finally that 


Bill's . . . rhythm, his 
bloodstream was in the 
South," she reflects now. 
"He abhorred this place 
out here. I guess I was the 
one who brought him back 
here and made him happy 
and g a v e him some 
peace." 


But, like the love affair 


of actress-columnist Shei- 
lah Graham and Fitzger- 
ald, theirs was an ulti- 
mately sad story. 


"LOVE is sad," says 


Meta, her green eyes 
bright. 


Any regrets? 
"No. He helped me to 


grow and flower, to 
develop character. Faulk- 
ner talked to me about the 
fact he thought I was 
brave and courageous and 
I had to live up to that. I'd 
say to myself, 'Bill be- 
lieves in me.1"

High-risk police glamour squad 
Motor officers; elite of the street

A priest was looking down at 


him. 
That's the first thing Brent 


Call remembered when he regained 
consciousness. 


Call, a Long Beach police 


motorcycle officer, had been riding 
his bike east on Seventh Street 
when a motorist ran a red light and 
hit him. Dead center. 


"Can I help you, my son?" the 


priest said to the groggy Call. "Not 
now, 
Father," Call said, although 


he had sustained major injuries. 


Motors—the glamour squad of 


the department. A close-knit unit 
with tradition and a distinctive tan 
uniform.

ports, freeing the two-man patrol 
cars from that chore, Tadlock said. 


Asst. Chief Carl Calkins also 


said motors were necessary. "I did 
the Los Angeles Police Depart- 
ment's study on the possibilities of 
four-wi eeled traffic units — they're 
virtually worthless," he said. 


Calkins is a former LAPD cap- 


tain. "Traffic enforcement is 
impossible in congested areas with 
cars," he added. 


The injury rate for motor offi- 


cers, another point of criticism, is 
higher than it is for the regular 
units, according to department 
statistics. 


So far this year, out of 465 offi- 


cers assigned to patrol, there have 
been 159 injuries. 


Of the 43 motors (including the 


sergeants, who also ride), there 
have been 20. 


It's a higher rate, but Person- 


nel Lt. Kenneth Schack pointed out 
that motors are on the street con- 
stantly. 


Any sort of quota system for 


tickets was vigorously denied by 
Capl. Paul Landsdowne, the Traffic 
Division commander. "We have ,1 
balanced approach to that," he 
said. 


"If an officer is working radar, 


he is naturally expected to write 
more citations than an officer who 
was controlling traffic flow." 


The average number of tickets

radar car is 20 to 30 per eight-hour 
shift, according to Landsdowne. 


Landsdowne acknowledged the

enforcement — and have been for 
some time." he said. 


Although the detail is still very 


selective, the men are picked 
strictly for their qualifications and 
cannot be blackballed by a detail 
member, he said.

must pass a special physical anl 
have above-average balance and 
depth perception.

motors for 35 years. "The pave- 
ment gets harder every year," said 
Smith. 58. Smith began riding in 
1941, the first year the city tonight 
motorcycles. 


For the first seven jears of its 


existence, the squad members had 
to buy their own bikes, Smith said. 


Smith can't remember how 


many times he's had to put his bike 
down, but his last accident was in 
May when he hit a cat and hurt 
only his pride. 


"I could never be a desk man," 


said Mike McDonald, a motor offi- 
cer and new president of the associ- 
ation. "We have freedom of move- 
ment."

It was unlike any other rescue 


mission for the Long Beach fire- 
men Friday. 


They were not putting out rag- 


ing fires but instead providing a 
joyous holiday gift for nearly 1,000 
needy Long Beach residents. 


The project was "Toys for Girls 


and Boys," and the recipients bene- 
fited from the good will of the fire- 
men, who had donated money dur- 
ing the year for food and toys. 


"TWENTY-SEVEN years ago 1 


talked to our people at the fire 
department and told them that we 
needed some project to give food 
and gifts to the poor people of Long 
Beach," said fireman Murray 
Cohn, who has been the director of 
the program since its inception. 


"We've been doing this ever 


since because we believe there is a 
need to help these people. And the 
people of Long Beach have really 
responded." 


This year's experience was 


especially meaningful for Cohn, 
who indicated he would *yrn over 
his Santa Claus duties to someone 
else next year. 


The firemen contributed 
an 


estimated $900 to $1,000 out of their 
pay checks throughout the year 
while local businesses donated food 
and toys for distribution to approxi- 
mately 100 families in Long Beach. 


COHN AND his helpers re- 


ceived names of needy families, 
some as large as 14, from the 
Salvation Army and from the Inde- 
pendent, Press-Telegram's Opera- 
tion Christmas, which also assisted 
in the project. 


Families who received the gifts 


averaged nine members. 


About three weeks ago, Cohn 


began stocking up the distribution 
headquarters with gifts to send to 
the families. 


"The reaction has been great. 1 


have many of the businesses call- 
ing me now because they have 
heard of the program, and they 
want to help out. And college kids 
came to help with the distribution 
as well." 


Firemen, their families and 


volunteers gathered at the head- 
quarters on Palo Verde Avenue and 
Atherton Street Friday morning to 
begin the day-long task of distribu- 
tion. 


EACH OF THE families re- 


ceived a basket of food, which 
included ham, bread, potatoes, 
sugar, coffee, corn and fruit. 


"We also brought each family a 


toy, but the main thing was food," 
Cohn said. "That will last the fami- 
lies more than one meal." 


Both the firemen and those 


families who receive the gifts were 


emotionally moved by the experi- 
ence, Cohn said. 


"It's a very gratifying experi- 


ence to see the expressions on these 
people as they receive the food and 
toys. I still get goosepimples—and 
I've been doing this for 27 years. 


"We hear about families of 10 


where the income is only $300 to 
$400 a month. They just can't af- 
ford much of anything. These are 
proud people, too, but they realize 
our efforts of goodwill." 


ONE FIREMAN related the 


story of a family whose father was 
terminally ill and unable to afford 
Christmas toys for his family. 


"There were tears in the eyes 


of both the family and the person 
who delivered the gifts," Cohn said. 


"Then we have other families 


who have suffered many different 
kinds of hardships. Some have had 
their homes burned down and have 
lost valuable items such as clothes. 


"We try to provide whatever 


we can for them—whether it be 
food or clothes. This is something 
which the fire department 
has 


always taken an interest in." 


EXPRESSIONS of happiness 


occur when the youngsters receive 
their toys, which include tricycles 
and wagons—items which most of 
the needy families could never af- 
ford. Cohn said. 


Those items which are not dis- 


tributed are sent back to the Salva- 
tion Army. 


Cohn said that the Marie 


Callender and Webber's Bread 
organizations were instrumental in 
the success of the program, donat- 
ing much of the food. 


"We had one of our best years. 


We had good food baskets with the 
food filled up over the top." 


"To me, this is what Christmas 


is all about. It is a lot of hard work, 
but it's the greatest gift hi the 
world for all of us," Cohn said.

The Mormon Battalion 
Progress and 'second win 


Any author who would 


like to write a great his- 
torical novel should con- 
sider the Mormon Battal- 
ion. 


This little footnote to 


American history is the 
story of heroic soldiers 
who never fired a shot in 
anger. They did the long- 
est march in American 
history, perhaps in world 
history. 


It began in 1846 at 


Mount Pisgah, 130 miles 
east of Council Bluffs, 
Iowa, when James Allen, 
a captain of the First Dra- 
goons, offered Mormons a 
chance to fight for their 
country in the Mexican 
War, which had just 
begun. The Mormons were 
a rejected and persecuted 
people trying to organize 
their desperate trek to 
freedom in the West. They 
really had no reason to 
love their fellow Ameri- 
cans. 


But they did love 


America. Captain Allen, 
who was a persuavise and 
charming man, built his 
battalion of Saints. There 
was no way for the re- 
cruits to get to Fort Leav- 
enworth, Kansas, except 


to hike. The Mormons, ex- 
hausted by poverty and 
their long walk from their 
persecutors in Illinois, set 
out. 


A soldier's pay was $7 a 


month, quite a lot more 
than $7 today. They were 
given weapons and gear 
and a promise of dis- 
charge at the end of the 
war. 


Unfortunately 
Captain 


Allen sickened and died. 
He was replaced by 
wooden-headed officers, 
some of whom detested 
Mormons. The battalion 
surgeon treated sick soj- 
diers with arsenic, a poi- 
son, and calomel, a harsh 
laxative. 


The Mormons were not 


soldiers, but they marched 
toward Mexico. 


The Mormons were 


greeted with a 100-gun sa- 
lute when they entered 
Santa Fe, already in the 
hands of the Americans. 
The conquered people 
must have been amazed at 
soldiers who had no inter- 
est in "soldier's pay" — 
booze and broads and loot. 


The Saints marched 


south and then west. Near 
El Paso they had their 


only fire fight. A massive 
herd of longhorn cattle 
charged the camp, wreck- 
ing tents and goring 
mules. The soliders killed 
60 before the herd re- 
treated. There was barbe- 
cue which the starving 
troops needed. 


As in most American 


wars before this century, 
logistics was badly ne- 
glected. The few supplies 
were quickly exhausted. 
The Mormons ate their 
starving oxen and boiled 
their skins for soup. 


But they marched on 


through the desert. Any- 
thing edible was shot. 
When they could find no 
water, they dug wells. 


Their only military 


victory was at Tucson, a 
fortified village. The Mexi- 
can soldiers decided they 
didn't want to tangle with 
the sun-bronzed, hymn- 
singing saints. They ran 
a w a y . 


Somehow they made it 


over the Mojave and the 
mountains and arrived at 
San Diego. They were 
highly praised for their ex- 
ploit and assigned to occu- 
pation duty at San Diego, 
San Luis Key and Los An- 


geles. For the first time 
they had to act like sol- 
diers, doing close-order 
drive and shining their 
boots. And they began to 
feel like soldiers. When 
their enlistment time was 
up some re-enlisted, as 
regulars. Many oth'ers 
would have except for an 
insult by a Mormon-hating 
officer. 


So they marched again, 


north to Suiter's Fort. 
Some found work and 
stayed, others hiked on to 
Salt Lake. Perhaps some 
who stayed struck it rich 
when gold was found. 


This information is 


taken from ''Essentials in 
Church History," by Jo- 
seph Fielding Smith, an 
official historian of the 
Church of Jesus Christ of 
the Latter-day Saints. The 
story, although precise, is 
frustrating. One gets no 
clear idea of what this 
amazing and futile cam- 
paign did to the soldiers 
and their families. No 
man can walk from Iowa 
to San Diego without hav- 
ing his life changed. Even 
to drive through that im- 
mense open space has an 
effect.

American society at the 


end of this Bicentennial 
year is in a sad state. Al- 
most any ugly adjective 
seems to apply — apa- 
thetic, despondent, vacu- 
ous, callous, confused, 
decadent, cowardly, 
crooked. Anyone could add 
a dozen more. 


But is America all that 


bad? Perhaps this nation 
is merely "getting its sec- 
ond wind." 


Everyone who has tried 


distance running knows 
that painful time when he 
feels he cannot go one 
more step, that he must 
collapse and perhaps die. 
And then his strength 
comes back better than 
ever. 


No nation in all history 


has experienced so much 
change in 200 years. The 
change has been at all 
levels — politics, religion, 
morals, habits of work and 
play, patterns of family 
life, technology. 


And change has con- 


stantly accelerated in the 
76 years of the 20th cen- 
tury.

If one is to remain sane he 
must continually re^evalu- 
ate his ideas and ideals.

A result of this epidemic

Let's examine some of

THE AUTOMOBILE:

The effects on morality 
and society were fantastic 
and even yet are not fully 
understood. 


Anyone with wheels is 


free to go where he 
pleases. Husbands and 
wives are free of each 
other. Children are free 
from their parents. Class 
distinctions disappear. A 
black man in a Cadillac is 
an aristocrat behind the 
wheel. 


The railways, flourish- 


ing before 1900, were a 
morally different form of 
travel. They were commu- 
nal, villages on wheels. 
Little by little the cars - 
and later the planes — did 
them in. 


Much of the decline of 


family life must be at- 


lence on TV seldom causes-^ 
youthful violence. Instea&£ 
it causes inertia.

On the contrary, 
more people now than in 
the past brave the traffic 
and crowds and pay their 
money.

The same is true of reli- 


gion. Most viewers don't 
realize how much religion 
time is on TV. The pro- 
grams range from utterly 
crude to very fine. But 
church attendance is 
healthy and growing. 


A psychological prob- 


lem is that TV is an alie- 
nating force. The viewer 
sits alone or with one or 
two others and watches 
the human race. But he is 
not sharing in the action. 
He is slouching in a chair 
in a half-darkroom. 


This could be especially 


harmful to the young who 
have grown up with televi- 
sion. It is estimated that 
the average high school 
graduate has spent more 
time in front of the tube 
than in classrooms.

It's called the 
"Good 


News Bible" and com- 
bines a fresh translation of 
the Old Testament with 
the New Testament, which 
had been rendered earlier 
in similar style w i t h 
record-breaking success. 


The finished book seeks 


to put the Scriptures "in 
the natural, modern Eng- 
lish of everyday conversa- 
tion," says the American 
B i b l e Society, which 
carried out the project. 


Here are some samples 


from the new translation, 
subtitled "Today's English 
Version," compared with 
passages from the cur- 
rently most broMJy used 
"Revised Standard Ver- 
sion":

The answer is easy: sim- 
ply by trying to give your- 
self to others. 


Does that sound like a 


strange notion? It isn't, 
really. Do you remember 
that wonderful story by 0. 
Henry, "The Gift of'the 
Magi"? It is about a cou- 
ple who had almost no 
money at all, certainly not 
enough to exchange 
Christmas gifts. So poor 
were they that the hus- 
band had only one posses- 
sion of which he could be 
proud,"a gold watch he 
had inherited. And the 
wife could boast only of 
her magnificent head of 
hair, fine and soft and 
beautiful, a true "crown- 
ing glory." 


The approach of Christ- 


mas made them sad be- 
cause each couldn't afford 
to buy gifts for the other. 
The husband knew that 
what his wife wanted most 
in the world was an orna- 
mental comb for her 
lovely hair. And the wife 
knew that he was longing 
for a gold chain on which 
he might display his treas- 
ured watch. 


Coming home on Christ- 


mas Eve, the man began 
to feel that he could not 
possibly go home without 
a gift to express his love 
for his beautiful wife. 
Making a desperate deci- 
sion, he walked in o a 
pawnshop and sold, his 
watch for money enough 
to buy the sparkling comb 
his wife had wanted. Then, 
happy with the joy of be- 
ing able to bring her the 
gift she had wanted to 
much, he hurried home. 


He arrived' to find his 


wife waiting for him with 
a package in her hands. It 
was, of course, a gift for 
him — the gold chain for 
which he had longed. But 
her beautiful tresses were 
gone; she had cut them 
and sold the hair to find 
money enough to buy the 
chain. 


v 0. Henry points the 
obvious moral that, de- 
spite the chain and the 
comb which could no 
longer be used, these were 
the greatest gifts of all. 
for they were the gifts of 
love. 


You, too, can give some- 


thing of yourself with 
everything you give dur- 
ing the holidays. Make 
your selections personally. 
If you can, wrap the gift 
yourself. If at all possible 
take your present to the 
person to whom you are 
giving it, yourself. And, in 
every case, accompany 


your gift with a prayer 
that God's blessings go 
with it. 


Don't limit yourself in 


giving. When you make 
your shopping list, go be- 
yond your family circle, 
your intimate friends, and 
those who remembered 
you last year. Add to your 
list a few persons who 
never gave you anything 
and who certainly expect 
to receive nothing from 
you. You can find real 
happiness by giving for 
your own pleasure, for the 
joy of giving. 


Don't forget people of 


other races and creeds in 
your giving. The only 
power which can create 
brotherhood and under- 
standing in this world is 
the power of friendship 
and love. Give in the name 
of Him who said, "Love 
one another." Give some- 
thing to those who are 
needy and who might 
otherwise have little joy in 
the holiday season. These 
gifts should be among 
your finest. Then you can 
have the joy of hearing a 
voice within your heart 
say, "Inasmuch as ye 
have done it unto the least 
of these . . . ye have done 
it unto me." 


Don't forget that Christ- 


mas, which celebrates the 
coming of a Babe, is par- 
ticularly a children's holi- 
day. Give them the gifts 
that can m a k e it a 
memorable one for them. 
And remember the thou- 
sands of children all over 
the world who have no one 
to make this Christmas 
what it should be for every 
child. Do what you can for 
them. To these children 
your gift may be more 
than a Christmas gift, it 
may mean life itself. 


A gift, however great or 


small, speaks its own lan- 
guage. And when it tells of 
the love of the giver, it is 
truly blessed. All religions 
teach the sacramental sa- 
credness of self-giving. 
Give yourself with every 
gift not only at Christmas 
but all year long.

CHURCHES 
Churches don't live in a 


vacuum. They are a part 
of the general society. 
C o n s e q u e n t l y ,

churches h a v e been 
wracked by the multiply- 
ing changes of our cen- 
tury. There has always 
been change, of course, 
but in the past it was not 
rapid. Churches could act 
as a conservative moral 
force, holding people_to 


traditional ideals. 


.In this century churches 


haven't known what to do. 
Some have drifted off into 
theological 
fantasies, 


some of which sound 
rather psychotic. Some of 
them see their role as so- 
cial activism, sort of like a 
political party devoted to 
just causes. Some have 
tried to freeze their people 
into rock-ribbed dogmatic 
conservatism. 


Many Americans would 


like to have spiritual guid- 
ance, but they often dis- 
cover that their shepherds 
are confused too. 


THIS TOO WILL PASS 
After the greatness of 


the 20th century and all 
the things yet to be 
achieved, it is unthinkable 
that America will collapse 
into despair. Rather, this 
must be the moment of 
pain before the second 
wind comes. Americans 
should look at their past 
with pride and to the fu- 
ture with hope.

The self-description 


seems quite correct for 
Rev. Junella E. Hanson, 
associate minister of the 
Unitarian Church of Long 
Beach, 5450 Athertqn St. 


On the conservative side 


Mrs. Hanson believes in 
the need for Myth with a 
capital "M." This sounds 
strange because the 
Unitarian-Universalist 
Church is perhaps the 
most liberal in the world. 
Officially it does not call 
itself Christian although 
many Unitarians 
are 


Christian, even to taking 
Communion. But there are 
also Buddhists and Jews. 
It is perhaps the only 
church in w h i c h an 
avowed atheist could find 
fellowship. Freedom is a 
key ideal. 


- MRS. HANSON does not 
use Myth in the trivial 
sense of "fairy tale" or 
"legend" or popular 
fallacy. Instead, she uses 
the word in the high sense 
of transcendental symbol- 
ism. A Myth is the great 
idea that gives a religion, 
a culture or a nation its 
reason for being. 


"Many of the traditional 


Myths have lost their 
power for many believ- 
ers," Mrs. Hanson said. 
"As a whole, organized 
religion is in trouble. Our 
institutions are breaking 
;part. Marriage is in a 
precarious time. In this 
century we have experi- 
enced more change and 
transition than ever be- 
fore. 


"There is a lack of tran- 


scendental symbols. Most 
people are living without a 
Myth. We must find ways 
to develop and live to new 
transcendental symbols. 
We must look for our own 
roots. They are there if we 
w 11 just look for them." 


Mrs. Hanson's back- 


ground explains her "radi- 
cal conservatism." As a 
girl she attended St. 
Mary's School for Young 
Ladies in Los Angeles. Al- 
though she has long since 
departed from Catholicism 
she expresses love and ap- 
preci ttion for her rearing 
and education. She gradu- 
ated in music from UCLA 
and taught music for five 
years. She took her mas- 
ter's in psychology and 
religion at LBSU. She has 
four children, ages 16 to

21, and an auto dealer hus- 
band who is still a bit 
amazed to find himself 
married to a "Reverend." 
She has worked for the 
church for 12 years and 
was ordained nearly three 
years ago. 


"MY MINISTRY is 


varied," she said. "I am 
concerned mostly with 
education of the young and 
adult. I try to be a facila- 
tor and help people to find 
out what they really want 
to do. There is group 
therapy and counseling. I 
deliver very few formal 
sermons. "(When she does 
preach, the sermon is 
worth hearing, I've discov- 
ered.) 


Much of her ministerial 


effort is devoted to sex 
education for both adults 
and adolescents. 
"The 


adults need it more than 
the kids," she said wryly. 


Commenting on sexual 


problems, she said, "Ever 
since the 1960s we have 
been experiencing a moral 
revolution. There is 
greater permissiveness in 
the media today... much 
more than we have ever 
had before. . . .and one 
could argue that this per- 


, missiveness is both good 


to a certain extent and 
also bad. Sometimes it is 
confusing and difficult to 
interpret" 


Most adults don't real- 


ize the extent of sexual 


activity by adolescents. 
She quoted a study by 
Robert C. Sorensen which 
showed that 52 per cent of 
American adolescents be-, 
tween 13 and 19 have had 
sexual intercourse. Thir- 
teen j>er cent had their 
first experiences at age 12 
or earlier. 


She reported that many 


of the young people, espe- 
cially girls, don't really 
want intercourse. They 
want friendship and affec- 
tion. 


Mrs. Hanson said she 


used to approve of Play- 
boy magazine as a liberat- 
ing influence. Now she 
does not. "I see Playboy 
as being more interested 
in profit than in being pro- 
phetic." She compared it 
to Aldous Huxley's novel, 
"Brave New World," in 
which "sexuality is used 
to keep people in their 
places, allowing those al- 
ready in control to stay in 
control." A sexually 
"liberated" society could 
become an entirely docile 
society. 


"Radical" Mrs. Hanson 


is not really far from the 
Pope on one point. She

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Train novice transported with delight

SACRAMENTO <AP) - 


An Aratrak ride can turn a 
necessary trip into a mini- 
vacation. It can be full of 
pleasant surprises for the 
novice train passenger, 
and some inconveniences. 


Like millions of Ameri- 


cans today, I had sever 
ridden a regular passen- 
ger train. Planes are 
faster, buses cheaper, and 
both run more frequently 
than trains. 


I finally did it, a 12- 


hour, 10-minute trip of 540 
miles on Amtrak's Coast 
Starlight from Los An- 


geles to Davis, near 
Sacramento. 


I found Amtrak to be a 


surprisingly 
comfortable 


way to travel, if you have 
the time. 


The biggest treat was 


getting away from things. 
For 12 hours. I was out of 
contact with the telephone, 
radio, television or news- 
papers. I had no choice 
except to relax, and the 
surroundings made that 
easy to do. 


I read, watched the 


scenery, napped, met 
other passengers. I found 
there was something about 
the train atmosphere that 


encourages people to 
introduce themselves to 
strangers. 


One of my fellow pas- 


sengers, Cory Carleson, 
director of a University of 
California intern program, 
put it well: 


"It's a more leisurely 


life. The vacation started 
when I got on the train in 
Del Mar. If 1 had flown, 
the vacation would have 
started when 1 got off the 
plane in Portland." 


A couple of passengers 


complained they didn't 
like the bumpy, swaying 
ride, but I f o u n d it 


smoother than most 
flights. 


For a regular airline 


passenger like me, the 
biggest treat was the 
roominess. 


Space is at a premium 


on planes, but it's a luxury 
the trains can and do pro- 
vide. There was plenty of 
headroom and legroom, 
wide seats and wide 
aisles, luxury-size rest- 
rooms and generous din- 
ing space. 


I recommend taking 


plenty of reading ma- 
terial. Even if you are 
Inoking forward to the 


train trip as the adventure 
of your life and expect to 
spend every minute 
watching the scenery, you 
will find the novelty and 
awe of it wears off after a 
few hours. 


But the scenery lived up 


to expectations. From the 
train, there is less road- 
side clutter to spoil the 
view. 


Train travel also re- 


quires a little advance 
planning. Schedules are 
(united, depots tend to be 
in inconvenient locations 
and connections are awk- 
ward.

Former Regional Arts Council execu- 


tive'Doris G. Stovall's first big challenge 
in her new job at Long Beach's Pacific 
Terrace Convention Center looms just 
over the horizon — on Jan. 21,1978. 


Scheduled then is a gala public open- 


ing of the city's $51.5 million convention 
headquarters at 300 E. Ocean Blvd., site 
of the now-razed, Depression-era Munici- 
pal Auditorium. The new facilities plus 
the Arena comprise Pacific Terrace Cen- 
ter. 


As center marketing manager, since 


Dec. 1, Mrs. Stovall faces an assignment 
in the coming year that is clear cut and 
straightforward—and not easy. The one- 
time arts council executive director and 
Long Beach Symphony administrator has 
the task of merchandising two modern 
theaters. 


She must convince hardheaded 


showbiz entrepreneur-promoters who put 
on symphony and rock concerts, dramas, 
circuses, ice shows and assorted other 
public offerings that they should keep the 
lights burning in two theaters almost 
nightly from Jan. 1 to Dec. 31. Year in 
and year out. 


FINANCIAL 


Currently the Long Beach Symphony 


ana Civic Light Opera firmly plan to use 
the new theaters for concluding portions 
of their 1977-78 seasons. This, of course, 
was anticipated from the beginning. 


But plans for an opening week gala 


with major stars to perform here now are 
in the talking stage. And Mrs. Stovall 
tells of talks with a Beverly Hills-based 
impresario now considering a series of 
stage plays later in the first season and 
beyond. 


Remembering that Long Beach's 


handsome new city hall and main library 
are unfinished and unoccupied at year's 
end, several months after their perhaps 
over-optimistieally scheduled 
opening 


dates, will the convention center do bet- 
ter? It is a question heard often today in 
downtown circles. 


Mrs. Stovall is optimistic. "I'm ne- 


gotiating with some big names — The 
Carpenters, Johnny Cash, Frank Sinatra 
and others — for an opening gala" in the 
week following the Jan. 21 opening. 


"We're all confident the building" — 


now an estimated 80 per cent finished — 
"will be ready," she said. 


And what about a still-missing down- 


town hotel sought so long as a major 
adjunct to the convention center? 


"That could hurt," she said, since the 


crowds of conventiongoers needed to fill 
a large convention center such as this 
also requires more first-class hotel rooms 
than Long Beach now offers. 


Negotiations by city officials and 


hotel executives are continuing and 
"there is reason to hope," she said. It is 
a sentiment echoed by many. 


A major plus for Mrs. Stovall is that 


theater facilities to be available here 
clearly equal or surpass those already 
functioning in Los Angeles and Anaheim, 
two of several 
entertainment-oriented 


neighbor cities. 


Combined seating capacity of the two 


theaters - 3,974 - is slightly larger than 
the total of 3,939 for the Dorothy Chan- 
dler Pavilion and Ahmanson Theater, the 
Us Angeles Music Centers theaters most 
nearly resembling the local facilities. 


The main Pacific Terrace Theater/ 


Conference Center seating 3,150 persons 
was designed to serve large-scale produc- 
tions. Featured is a custom-made, adjust- 
able acoustic ceiling. 


The stage itself is 53 feet deep, 175 


feet wide, with access to a truck-loading 
area for unloading of massive scenery. 


The more intimate Center Theater- 


Lecture Hall seats 824 persons 
amphitheater-style 
around a five-sided 


thrust stage. 


Although rental schedules will not be 


fixed before next month, "they will be 
competitive with other centers — they 
have to be," said Mrs. Stovall, who re- 
ports administratively to convention cen- 
ter Manager Win F. Hanssen. 


The new Exhibition Hall is to provide 


up to 90,000 square feet of space that can 
be subdivided with portable walls into 
smaller areas. Trade fairs, including the 
prestigious Long Beach Boat Show, al- 
ready are booked there in 1978. 


And the Arena, as usual, will host 


Long Beach State University basketball, 
Ringing Bros. Circus, ice show and other 
well known events. 


A native of Georgia, Mrs. Stovall was 


an Atlanta Symphony Orchestra official 
prior to joining the Long Beach Sym- 
phony in 1973. More recently she was 
executive director of the arts council, a 
group charged with coordinating 
and 


promoting cultural activities.

Those districts 
own and operate an exten- 
sive system of irrigation 
canals, dams and other 
structures serving to di- 
vert Colorado River water 
for domestic and farm 
uses.

"The water in the Big Thompson 


River kept getting higher and higher, and 
pretty soon the road was washed out 
behind us. I didn't know what to do, and 
the kids were terrified. 


"I had a CB radio in my car so I got 


on the air and asked if anyone could hear 
me. A guy came on who apparently was 
around the bend, maybe a quarter of a 
mile ahead. 


"He told me the road was washed out 


there and that we shouldn't try to keep 
going." 


O'Neal and Mason abandoned their 


car, carrying and pulling the children to 
higher ground. 


"We got to a ledge and were stranded 


there," he recalls. "There was no way we 
could get out. A lot of other people made 
their way to the ledge, too." 


O'Neal's party wasn't clothed to han- 


dle the elements. 


"We didn't hare any coats, just T-- 


shirts," he says. "There was a lot of 
lightning and it would rain for awhile and 
sleet for awhile."

"I want Tarkenton to know I have 


• unleashed the killer midgets this week. 
They are at this very moment schussing 
across the great treeless steppes of 
Canada heading for Minnesota.

"These are dedicated little people. I 


can tell you and the Vikings I would not 
want to be in that locker room when they 
arrive." 


Dryer and Tarkenton, the Vikings' 


veteran quarterback, played together 
with the New-York Giants and have re- 
mained close friends, although their roles 
cast them as direct adversaries on the 
field.

PITTSBURGH (AP) - The Pittsburgh Steelers, 


claiming boos bring out the best in them, say they 
have the away-field advantage again this Sunday. 


The away-field advantage? 
That's right. The Steelers, who face the Raiders 


in Oakland for the American Football Conference 
title on Sunday, contend they get downright inspired 
by hostile road crowds. 


"I know we do," says quarterback Terry Brad- 


shaw, who led the Steelers to victory in Baltimore 
last Sunday. 


THAT MAY be a rationalization for the fact that 


the Steelers didn't qualify for the home field this 
year, but Brad&haw remains steadfast. 


"There's nothing we like better than going 


against a team that's biting at the bit, with the crowd 
hollering obscene things at you," he said. 


"Then you go down and score, win the football 


game and then get out of there." 


Of course, the Steelers aren't saying they 


wouldn't rather be at home, because that eliminates 
travel and foreign turf. 


But consistent with head coach Chuck Noll's 


stance of "whatever it takes," the team adopts the 
positive approach. 


"Our team reacts to the crowd noise, whether 


it's for or against us," Noll said. "That kind of thing 
excites our football team. Our history shows it." 


IN BALTIMORE the Steelers beat the Colts 40-14 


before a crowd that was at a fever pitch when the' 
game started. 


"It was like you're the wagon train and the 


Indians have you surrounded," said center Ray 
Mansfield. 


"It's fun to quiet a crowd down. The more hostile 


the crowd is, the better we like it." 


Last season the Steelers ventured into the Astro- 


dome in Houston for a key game, and they were 
greeted by thousands of Oiler fans twirling small 
ropes, a good luck charm for their team. 


Many of those ropes were abandoned in the 


stands after Pittsburgh won 32-9. "It was like us 
against the world," said linebacker Andy Russell. 


A SIMILAR situation existed in the Steelers' last 


playoff in Oakland. It came in 1974 on Pittsburgh's 
way to its first Super Bowl. 


Before the game, some fans were taunting the 


Steelers from close range and waving black handker- 
chiefs. 


Steeler defensive line coach George Perles could 


see his players getting aroused. "Keep it up. Keep it 
up," he told the fans. 


The Steelers won that game 24-13. 
Looking ahead to this week's return to Oakland, 


Noll said, "Our team responds to crowd noise, for us 
or against us.

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Change was hallmark 
of auto racing in 976

Auto racing in 1976 was a microcosm, of our 


times. If the sport were summed up in one word, that 
word would be: change. 


It was a year in which defending champions 


failed to repeat, women asserted themselves in 
professional racing, attendance and purse money 
distribution reached all-time highs. 


Nowhere was the (man)ifeslation of change more 


evident than in the persons of Janet Guthrie, Shirley 
Muldowney, Arlene Hiss and Kitty O'Neil, who 
entered the racing scene as objects of ridicule—but 
for the most part forged respect and admiration. 


Ever since Barney Oldfield tore up the board 


tracks of the Midwest in the early 1900s the sport of 
auto racing has been a bastion of male dominance, a 
macho preserve that force-fed a "No Trespassing" 
sign to the fair sex of the world. 


BUT GUTHRIE, a 38-year-old New York physi- 


cist; Muldowney, a 36-year-old professional top fuel 
dragster driver; Hiss, a 35-year-old Tustin school- 
teacher, and O'Neil, a 28-year-old deaf stunt woman, 
changed the character of the sport. They gave it a 
new dimension, a new emphasis and a whole new 
flock of followers who used mascara instead of axle 
grease. 


Guthrie cracked the biggest barrier of all—the 


Indianapolis 500. Underfinanced and hamstrung by

inferior equipment, Guthrie failed to reach qualifying 
speed and was not among the 33 starters for the 
Memorial Day classic, but the publicity she gener- 
ated far outdistanced that of race winner Johnny 
Rutherford.

But the biggest surprise of all was Kitty O'Neil. 
One of Hollywood's highest-paid stuntwomen, the 


Fillmore housewife drove Bill Frederick's SMI Moti- 


vator rocket car to a speed of 524 mph through the 
measured kilometer three weeks ago over the desert 
plains of southeastern Oregon. On that run she 
reached an optimum trap-end speed of 618 mph, 
coming within an eyelash of Gary Gabelich's world 
land speed record of 627.22 mph set in 1970. 


But then Kitty's attempt to reach the sound 


barrier was terminated when Hal Needham, origi- 
nally assigned to the ride, filed a court injunction and 
the project was shelved for the year. 


Had women not made such an impact, motor 


racing in. 1976 most probably would have been 
remembered as the most competitive in more than a 
decade. 


The United States Auto Club, NASCAR and 


Formula One championships were not decided until 
the final race. 


IN THE USAC championship division, Johnny 


Rutherford led throughout the year and needed only 
to finish seventh in the Bobby Ball Memorial at 
Phoenix in November. But Rutherford's McLaren- 
Offenhauser was sidelined before the race was half 
over and Gordon Johncock cruised to a second-place 
finish in the race, giving him the USAC crown by a 
20-point margin, 4,240 to 4,220. 


James .Hunt, the dashing Britisher with the 


infectious grin, claimed the Formula One world driv- 
ing championship for McLaren, becoming the first 
English subject to win the title since Jackie Stewart 
in 1973. 


He did it by winning six of the last nine races in 


the globe-trotting tour of 16 stops—compiling 69 
points to 68 for defending champion Niki Lauda of 
Austria. The down-to-the-wire duel may have been 
the most competitive since the world championship 
was devised in 1950. 


Lauda was a profile in courage and earned the 


admiration of racing fans around the world. Leading 
the world championship in August, the diminutive 
Austrian crashed his Ferrari in a flaming holocaust 
during the German Grand Prix, and lay near death 
with third-degree burns on his face and severely 
scalded bronchial tubes and lungs. Less than six 
weeks later he was back in the cockpit, finishing 
fourth in the Italian Grand Prix. . 
' GOING INTO the season finale at Japan, Lauda 


was leading Hunt by three points. But Hunt finished 
third, earning four points, while Lauda took only two 
laps through blinding rain and fog and parked the car 
for the day, forfeiting the championship rather than 
risk another accident. "To me, there is more than 
winning the world championship," said Lauda. 


Clay Regazzoni, Lauda's Ferrari teammate, won 


the U.S. Grand Prix West through the streets of Long 
Beach on March 28, the first world championship 
event to be held in California-since 1961. 


Cale Yarborough won his first-ever NASCAR 


stock car title and, like Hunt and Johncock, was 
forced to wait until the 30th arid final event of the 
season, the Ontario 500 on Nov. 21. The county 
commissioner from Timmonsville, S.C., won nine 
races and prevented Richard Petty from annexing 
his seventh NASCAR title. 


SPECTATOR attendance reached new heights 


despite heated competition for the sports fan's dollar. 


Uncontested leader in fan support was NASCAR. 


The Winston Cup series of 30 races drew 1,431,292 
spectators, an all-time high, and for the first time it 
was the most attended series in the world. Formula 
One attracted 1,190,500, including 50,500 for the U.S. 
Grand Prix West in Long Beach. The United States 
Auto Club Indianapolis circuit finished third over-all 
in attendance with 781,692 spectators, while NHRA 
drag races claimed 495,000 fans for its eight national 
championship events. 


World-wide, more than 25 million people wit- 


nessed some form of motor sport in 1976. 


With his second victory in the Indianapolis 500 in 


three years, Johnny Rutherford emerged as the 
world's richest driver in prize money won, accumu- 
lating $378,508! NASCAR's Cale Yarborough, winner 
of nine races, finished second in the money derby 
with $362,173. The only other driver to top the $300,000 
plateau was Richard Petty with $334,365.

Fitch still 
relies on wit 


CLEVELAND (AP) — There was a time when coach 


Bill Fitch had to laugh along with the rest of the world 
at his Cleveland Cavaliers. 


"If I don't laugh, I'll start crying," the slim Irish- 


man always explained. 


It was during those early years of the expansion- 


born Cavaliers that the youngest of Fitch's three daugh- 
ters came home and told her parents she had hit a boy 
in the mouth because the youngster said his dad could 
coach better than hers. 


"I told her that next time she should find out what 


his dad would have done different-then poke him," 
Fitch said. 


He knew what he was getting into when he took the 


job as the Cavaliers' first coach in March, 1970. Asked 
how soon the team would be a winner, he'd shrug and 
say, "I'm Bill Fitch-not Houdini." 


Now, the Caavaliers have reached beyond respect- 


ability into the realm of National Basketball Association 
winners, but Fitch still uses his ready wit and acid 
tongue to get a few points across—to the media and 
players. 


A FEW WEEKS ago, the Detroit Pistons buried the 


Cavaliers bene rth an avalanche of points in a now-rare 
rout. An unhappy Fitch walked up to forward Campy 
Russell, who did not play a very good game, and asked, 
"How 
many complimentary ticket did you give out 


tonight?" 


Russell innocently answered, "About 20,1 guess." 
"Well, they're all outside our dressing room asking 


for their money back," Fitch roared. 


Fitch, who had a very successful career as a coach 


at Coe College in Iowa, Creighton University, North 
Dakota University, Bowling Green University and the 
University of Minnesota, never lets his thoughts stray 
far from basketball. 


"Basketball is my life," he often says. "I have no 


hobby." 


After the regular season two years ago, Fitch and 


Boston general manage Red Auerbach took two teams of 
NBA players on a tour of Japan. 


Fitch's team kept getting wiped out by Auerbach's 


and it galled the Cleveland coach until Auerbach finally 
told him, "Look, just face it. You couldn't win with those 
guys if we let you." 


After that, Fitch relaxed a bit and said, "From then 


on, I confined my strategy to getting my team on and off 
the bus and bringing them home safely. I didn't lose a 
man." 


FITCH, NOW 45 and voted NBA Coach of the Year 


for 1975-76, has always been a little unorthodox in his 
approach to pro basketball after 1Y years in college 
coaching. One thing that surprised some observers was 
his attitude toward playing pre-season games. 


Despite being the restless type who once flung a 


chair onto the court after disputing a referee's call. 
Fitch says, "I don't have an ulcer. But I'm a carrier."

How do your 
petunias grow 


Precocious petunias begin blooming 


when plants are no larger than a teacup 
and continue until killed by fall frost or, 
in extremely warm areas, by later sum- 
mer heat. Mature petunia plants average 
8 to 10 inches in height and 18 to 24 inches 
in spread. Space plants 12 to 24 inches 
apart. 


Petunias, the most popular seedgrown 


garden flower in the USA, are available 
in all colors except true blue, gold, and 
orange. (A sun-yellow color was recently 
introduced.) 


Most gardeners are so accustomed to 


buying petunia plants that they don't 
realize how simple it is to start seeds out 
of doors. Make a little open square of 
four bricks in a sunny garden corner. 
Soak the soil and top with one inch of 
potting soil. Scatter the seeds and sprin- 
kle on just enough sand to cover them. 
Tamp down light Cover with clear plas- 
tic; remove when seeds sprout. Water 
frequently with a fine spray. Transplant 
when four to six leaves have formed. 


Get more Bird of 
Paradise blooms 


byJOELlTTLEFIELD 


Gardener can have more than one set of blossoms 


on a Bird of Paradise (called bracts) from the partially 
open boat-like base from which the bracts pop out Push 
the thumb nails into the slight opening where the bracts 
are, spreading open the remainder of the boat to the tip 
end. Carefully lift up the new set of bracts, above the 
boat and gently spread the new bracts apart A day or 
two later the new bracts spread out fully, and will 
continue blooming while the old set begin to fade away! 


There are several reasons why a mature Bird of 


Paradise plant doesn't bloom. Gardeners who cut old 
leaves off dose to the ground, sometimes cut off a. 
future embryo leaf or a flower spike within the lower 
basal portion of the leaves, hence no blooms. 


Another reason for lack of flowers may be due to a 


gallon can plant that is small. It usually takes three 
years or more for a small plant to reach the root 
maturity growth for the plant to bloom: Once the plant 
begins to flower it produces blossoms annually. 


If a Bird of Paradise plant doesn't bloom and is 


stunted in growth, it can be due to being planted too 
deep in the ground. As an example ... a lady had a 
plumber dig up 2 same size plants, in order to replace a 
broken pipe that ran under the plants. He replanted 
them. Four years later the lady phoned me and had me 
look at the stunted one of the two. It had been planted 
five to six inches too deep! No wonder the plant didn't 
grow well or bloom. 


A plant may also be covered too much above the 


ground level. The gardener thoughtlessly continues to 
annually put a couple of inches of manure or some other 
form of amendment. Four or five years later he or she 
wonders what's wrong with the plant; The annual appli- 
cation of manure with the previous remainder layer that 
hasn't filtered into the soil should be removed, just like 
good rosarians do with their roses. This will prevent the 
plant trunks from being covered by the new manure. 


DECEMBER AND January are good transplanting 


months for camellias, azaleas, rhododendron and roses 
that have to be moved from one area of the garden to 
another section. Branches should be cut back one-third 
of the plant height. 


Roses can be moved bare root, but not until the end 


of this month. Plants should be pruned and roots must 
be as long as'possible. Damaged roots should be cut 
back to good areas. 


The transplants should be watered weekly for about 


four times with horticultural vitamin B-I added to the 
water. The foliage should be sprinkled frequently. 


There's lots of planting still going on this month. 


Available spring blooming bulbs should be planted out 
shortly. Annuals and perennials may be set out for 
flowers next year. Vegetables in pony packs or plant 
bands should be planted too, to beneGt from the rains, to 
grow on to maturity. 


Such plants set out in October should be fed a 


balanced plant food which contains more phosphorus 
than it does of nitrogen. Be sure to watch for the winter 
aphids on the plants. Gardener should do what a Farm 
Advisor suggested we do. That is to dust the plants at 
week to 10 days intervals with a vegetable tomato dust 
to prevent the pests from attacking the plants, likewise 
to discourage fungus diseases.

Fruit trees 
Feed deciduous fruit 


trees a balanced fertilizer 
but do it after a rain 
storm, or after tree has 
been well watered. Lightly 
scratch the fertilizer into 
the hole. Apply two cups 
of the fertilizer for each 
inch of the diameter of the 
tree trunk a foot up from 
the ground. 


The fertilizer must be 


scattered out to a foot or 
two beyond the drip-line. 
Small trees with foot 
diameter or so size basins 
should not get more than a 
third of a cup of the ferti- 
lizer. 


Time to plant 
those natives 


Plants can't read, but 


there are several native 
plants that seem to know 
California's official colors 
are blue and gold. 


Create a spectacular 


spring color combination 
with the blooms of Ceano- 
thus and Fremontia. 
FremOntia.is a tiall grow-, 
ing shrub with dark green 
foliage and showy golden 
yellow flowers. Several 
varieties of Ceanothus 
bloom at the same time — 
creating masses'of blue. 
Varieties such as Sierra 
Blue 'Ray Hartman' and 
'Mountain Haze' grow 
rather tall, maintain the 
same rapid growth rate as 
the Fremontia, and in 
combination make an 
effective screen planting. 


Fremontia used alone 


as a backdrop planting for 
intermediate varieties of 
Ceanothus, 'Mary Lake' 
and 'Julia Phelps' also 
creates an excellent ef- 
fect 


Ground covering Ceano- 


thus varieties, 'Carmel 
Creeper' and 'Point 
Reyes' make excellent 
covers for slopes. A seed- 
ing of the California 
Poppy hi the uncovered 
spaces makes a colorful 
spring effect until the 
Ceanothus grow together. 


Good drainage is a must 


for natives and a little 
knowledge about soil man- 
agement to create the best 
growing conditions is use- 
ful. Dig extra deep holes 
and use a good, loose 
planting mix with sand, 
soil and humus. DO NOT 


put rocks or gravel in the 
bottom of the hole to make 
drainage better. This 
practice does not help 
drainage because water 
will not travel from a fine 
soil texture to coarse ma- 
terial until the soil be- 
comes over-saturated. The 
water just stays there, 
creating an impossible 
situation for the roots of 
most plants. 


Fall is the traditional 


time to plant natives and 
seed wild flowers because 
they wiD have all winter to 
establish their roots. Na- 
tive trees and shrubs 
should be cared for much 
as any other plantin; for 
the first two summers. 
After that, many drought 
resistant natives require 
no-watering. Others re- 
quire occasional water — 
so be sure to check with 
your nurseryman for the 
specific watering needed.

Dispute perils Emmy awards

NEW YORK - The 


annual TV Emmy awards 
are in deep trouble, and 
there is a strong possibil- 
ity that they will not be 
issued next May as sehed- 
iled 


Furthermore, the Na- 


i i o n a I A c a d e m y of 
Television 
A r t s and 


Sciences, sponsor of the 
Emmys, is being ripped 
apart by an internal strug- 
gle that threatens its fu- 
ture. 


THE ACADEMY is re- 


p o r t e d l y 
close 
to 


exhausting its funds, and 
if it cannot provide a star- 
studded Emmy telecast to 
NBC next spring, for 
which NBC already has 
paid $350,000, the academy 


could even face bank- 
ruptcy. 


Right now the national 


academy is leaderless and 
floundering for someone to 
deliver it from the wilder- 
ness. There is no individ- 
ual, or even a recognized 
committee of individuals, 
who can speak authorita- 
tively for the academy 
and where it stands as an 
organization of 11,000 
representing performers, 
producers, directors, 
w r i t e r s and other 
branches of the TV crafts. 


The fight inside the 


academy has led to legal 
entanglements. 


"It is such a mess and 


so legally complicated," 
said a long-time partici- 
pant in academy matters, 
"that I don't think even 
the attorneys can make 


any sense out of it." 


THE INTERNAL strug- 


gle is basically a dispute 
between the national 
academy's two largest 
chapters, Hollywood and 
New York. 


Hollywood, the 
major 


^production center for 
prime time television, 
thinks it is entitled to 
more 
i n f l u e n c e

academy affairs and who 
votes for Emmy awards. 
New York has fought 
back, in effect catego- 
rizing Hollywood as the 
Dimy on the block. Both 
sides have made proposals 
and offered compromises 
to resolve the dispute, all 
to no avail.

E m m y , the national 
academy's public image 
through network TV and 


the print media; is being 
torn apart. 


The battle also involves 


the custody of Emmy, the 
now famous statuette. 
Last May the Hollywood 
chapter filed a law suit 
asking the court to dis- 
solve the national 
academy and award 
Emmy rights to the Holly- 
wood chapter. The suit is 
still pending. 


LEGAL procedures be- 


came complicated Dec. 11 
when trustees of the na- 
tional academy voted to 
serve notice on the Holly- 
wood chapter to show 
cause on Feb. 26 why its 
charter should not be re- 
voked. Four days later the 
12 Hollywood trustees of 
the academy, plus three 
alternates, resigned'from 
the academy. 


NO ONE will receive this coveted Emmy 


statuette next May unless an internal 
struggle involving members of the Na- 
tional Academy of Television Arts and 
Sciences is resolved.

Physicist no longer 
favors nuclear power 


LA JOLLA ( A P ) - 


Physicist Hans 
Alfven 


says he no longer is one of 
the world's leading propo- 
nents of nuclear power. 
Quite the opposite. 


In the last decade, says 


the 68-year-old Nobel 
laureate, he has slowly 
changed his mind and 
today believes nuclear 
energy "cannot compete" 
and may be too dangerous 
for its value to mankind. 


Ifven was a member of 


the Swedish equivalent of 
the U.S. Atomic Energy 
Commission and a direc- 
tor 
of the nationalized 


company operating nu- 
clejr facilities in the 1960s. 


Alfven was a member of 


the Swedish equivalent of 
the U.S. Atomic Energy 
Commission and a direc- 
tor of the nationalized 
comqpny operating nu- 
clear facilities in the 
1960s. 


"1 was strongly pronu- 


clear during that time," 
he said in an interview. "I 
worked hard for the intro- 
duction of atomic energy 
up to the time I came to 
this country" in 1967. 


But 
Alfven said he 


began learning "to my 
great surprise, that nu- 
clear energy was not at all 
so good and so innocent as 
I had thought. There were 
so many scientific argu- 
ments by that time that 
were so completely devas- 
tating to the nuclear 
energy, I had to change 
my mind." 


Alfven, now on the 


faculty of the University 


of California at San Diego, 
was a center of contro- 
versy in Sweden's Sept. 20 
election won by Thqrnjorn 
Faelldin in a crucial de- 
bate o v e r the govern- 
ment's plan to build 13 
new nuclear power plants. 


In ousting the 44-year 


reign of the Social Demo- 
cratic Party, Center Party 
Leader Faelldin opposed 
the nuclear option at Alf- 
ven's advice. 


"I told him what is hap- 


pening in this country," 
Alfven said. 


"The pronuclear argu- 


ments were transferred by 
the pronuclear people in 
Sweden. The 
important 


thing was to transfer also 
the other view, namely 
that it was a highly con- 
troversial issue in this 
country. 


"My views are that I 


had been strongly pronu- 
clear for a very long time 
but that the arguments — 
the critical arguments — 
have to me become more 
and more convincing." 


"The first argument," 


Alfven said, "is that nu- 
clear energy is connected 
with an enormous produc- 
tion and release of radio- 
active, poisonous elements 
— substances that one has 
not yet the possibility of 
keeping under control 
when nuclear energy is 
spreading ajl over the 
world. Control, at least, 
seems to be doubtful. 


"The second argument 


is the connection between 
nuclear energy and nu- 
clear bombs and espe- 
cially the proliferation of 


nuclear bombs. 


-The third is that there 


are so many other ways of 
solving the energy prob- 
lem. 


"The 
fourth is that, 


after all, nuclear energy 
seems to be very expen- 
sive and cannot compete 
with other solutions to the 
energy problem. This was 
part of the information 
t h a t I transferred to 
Sweden." 


Alfven denied reports in 


Sweden, however, that he 
was "the key figure" hi 
the downfall of socialism 
in his homeland. 


In 1970, he was awarded 


the Nobel Prize in physics 
as the recognized "father" 
of 
magnetohydrodynam- 


ics. the study of the inter- 
action of a magnetic field 
with an electrically con- 
ducting fluid, in the sense 
that plasma is a fluid. 


The discovery was re- 


garded by many scientists 
as one of mankind's major 
advances.Magnetohydro- 
dynamics has wide appli- 
cations 
in geophysics, 


planetary science 
and 


astrophysics. 


Alfven and 
his 
wife. 


Kirsten, travel to San 
Diego every September 
and leave in April to spend 
the spring and summer in 
Stockholm, w h e r e he 
works at the Royal Insti- 
tute of Technology. Last 
year, he finished a three- 
year term as chairman of 
the Pugwash Conference 
on Science and World Af- 
fairs, one of the world's 
most prestigious interna- 
tional assemblies.

"At best you're talking 
about relieving some 
symptoms, but the hang- 
over goes on until the body 
metabolizes and kicks the 
alcohol out of the system.'' 


Another NIAAA spokes- 


man, Richard Bast, said 
getting drunk occasionally 
"gives your body quite a 
jolt, but it will repair itself 
— in time." 


Alcohol constricts blood 


vessels, decreases oxygen 
to the brain, acts as a de- 
pressant on the central 
nervous system, 
alters 


perception and slows 
reflexes, he said. 


"People start drinking 


coffee after getting drunk, 
but coffee doesn't sober 
you up," Berquist said. "It 
m a k e s you an a l e r t 
drunk." 


To lessen the impact of 


drinking, the experts sug- 
gest drinkers pace them- 
selves and try not to drink- 
in excess. An average 180- 
pound man can handle one 
cocktail an hour and not 
get drunk if he has eaten 
first and stays active — 
moving around or danc- 
ing, they said. 


"If you are going to 


drink, coat the stomach 
with some food like miik, 
cheese or fish — some- 
thing that mixes with alco- 
hol in the stomach and 
keeps it from going into 
the blood so fast," Bast 
said. "Alcohol is an irri- 
tant and this also helps 
protect the stomach.'1

p r o h i b i t delivery to 
mailboxes on posts set 
back in front lawns. 


Peter Tellers, manager 


of postal deliveries for the 
region, said requests for 
exemptions f r o m t h e 
postal rujes were filed 
earlier this month cover- 
ing 3,000 new homes in six 
subdivisions. 
Meanwhile, 


residents may pick up 
mail at a branch post of- 
fice about two miles away. 


"We have to go through 


channels," Tellers ex- 
plained.
